A MARKED IMPROVEMENT IN THE 
INFECTED CITIES. 
PRECAUTIONS IN NAPLES AGAINST A FRESH 

OUTBREAK — RELIGIOUS PROCESSIONS 

DISPERSED—A POET'S GOOD WORK. 

NaP.gs, Sept, 17.—The cholera epidemic 
continues to abate. There isa marked decrease 
in the number of fresh cases and deaths. Great 
quantities of sulphur are still burned with a 
view to purifying the atmosphere. Consider- 
able apprebension is felt lest the epidemic may 
gain renewed force from the excesses which are 
likely to attend the feast of San Gennaro on the 
19th inst, The poet Cavalotti has arrived here, 
with four squadrons of men from Milan 
and Tuscany—mostiy Garibaldini—to assist in 
caring for the sick, Cavalotti himself is 
at the Maddalena Hospital, where he is 
putting forth every effort in aid of the 
sufferers. The police disperse the religious 
processions, in the efficacy of which the lower 
Classes so devoutly believe, but the shrines are 
still placed in various parts of the town, and are 
frequented by throngs of suppliants, Out- 
breaks of violence on the part of the ignorant 
rabble still occur. At Giffonia mob opened the 
lazaretto, liberated the people who were there 
for treatment, and threw the beds into the 
streets. The cordon about La Spezia has been 
relaxed. Persons are now allowed to leave by 
sea after a quarantine of afortnight. Barracks 
are being erected on the Campo Marto in this 
city to shelter the most: indigent tamilies now 


inhabiting pestilential garrets. Among the vic- 
tims of the epidemic here to-day was the Ha- 
waiian Prince who had been ill for some days 

past.

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THE THREE EMPERORS SEPARATE. 
THEIR HUNTING EXPEDITION — ANOTHER 
BANQUET—SEARCHING FOR DYNAMITE. 

SKIERNIWICE, Sept. 17.—The Grand Dukes 
Viadimir and Nicholas of Russia, the Prince of 
Saxe-Altenburg, and the Ambassadors of Aus- 
tria and Germany at St. Petersburg, with their 
attachés, attended the Emperors yesterday 
afternoon on their hunting excursion. A grand 
banquet was given at the palace on their return 
in special honor of Emperor William, the one on 
Monday having been in special honor of the 
Austrian Emperor. One hundred guests partic- 
ipated. The Czar honored the principal guest 
by app@aring in a German uniform. At the 
parade yesterday Emperor William appeared re- 
markably well. His step was quick and vigor- 
ous, and he entered into all the proceedings of 
the day with lively interest. In the morning 
Prince Bismarck paid his respects to the Czar 
and to Emperor Francis Joseph, Count Kalnoky 
to the Czar and Emperor William, and M. de 
ne * Emperor William and Emperor Francis 

oseph. 

The localpolice were advised from Vienna that 
dynamite would be found secreted in the coal 
carried by the iocomotives.

As a further 
precaution the officers of the railway trains 
were required to take the oath of allegiance to 
the Czar before entering on their duties. All the

The Premiers of the three Emperors held a 
conference yesterday which lasted three hours. 
Subsequent to that Emperor William gave on 
audience to Count Kalnoky. Emperor William 
left Skierniwice last night. The Austrian Em- 
peror departed to-day. 


BERLIN, Sept. 17.—The farewell greetings 
at the frontier to the Emperor William of Ger- 
many by the Czarand Czarina were of the warm- 
est character. The Emperor frequently kissed 
the Czarina and the Grand Duchess Maria 
Paiovna. He embraced and thrice kissed the 
Emperor Francis Joseph, the Czar, and the Rus- 
sian Grand Dukes, and heartily expressed his 
thanks to the Czar for the hospitality extended 
tohimand his party. When the train finally 
departed the assemblage raised cheers for the 
German Emperor, and he stood at the window 
of his palace car waving adieus until out of 
sight. 

VIENNA, Sept. 17.—The Vienna press. in 
referring to the rumored possibility of a partial 
reduction of the great standing armies, as a re- 
sult of the conference of the three Emperors, 
declares that nothing would be more welcome to

A FIGHT NEAR FOO-CHOO. 
THE CHINESE LAND FORCES ROUTED—THE 
WAR PARTY GAIN A POINT. 

SHaneHar, Sept. 17.—Two thousand 
french troops landed to-day at the Kinpai Pass 
on the Min River, below Foo-Choo, and at- 
tacked the Chinese. The latter were defeated 
with heavy loss and are in full retreat. 

Vessels belonging to Admiral Courbet’s squad- 
ron have been cruising about the Chusan Isl- 
ands, which lie off the coast, some distance to 
the southeast of here. It is thought that Ad- 
mira] Courbet may makethese islands his head- 

uarters during his operations in the Yang-Tse 
Seer. The islands are of great strategical im- 
portance, but the malaria there is of a deadly 
character. 

Pex, Sept. 17.—A nominee of the war 
party has been appointed to act in conjunction 
with Li Hung nang. Viceroy of. Pe-Chee-Lee, 
who rests under suspicion. Li Hung Chang has 
thus to share his office-with a hostile colleague. 
This action, it is believed, indicates the not very 
remote downfall of the great leader of the peace 
party. 

Foo-CHoo, Sept. 17.—The Chinese have 
stopped the supplies of coal for the British gun- 
boat Merlin, stationed at Sharp Peak, where the 
cable lands. 

Paris, Sept. 17.—The commission to 
which the Tonquin mines have been referred

ARAB TRIBES FIGHTING. 

SvaKin, Sept. 17.—The success of the 
friendly Arabs and police escorting the convoy 
of provisions and women to Suakin in defeating 
the attacking party of Haddendowas has had an 
inspiring effect on the friendly tribes. Two 
thousand of the Amarar tribe attacked the Had- 
dendowas, and after an engagement of four 
bours succeeded in dislodging them, killing 70 
of them and capturing many arms and camels. 
The loss of the Amarars was 30 killed and 
wounded. 

Carro, Sept. 17.—Men_ volunteer eagerly 
for the camel corps which Gen. Wolseley has 
given orders toform, More than the required 
number have offered themselves, and officers of 
inspection are making selection of those who 
seem best suited for that particular service.

St. PETeRsBuRG, Sept. 17.—The Russian 
newspapers bail the appointment of the Earl of 
Dufferin as the Viceroy of India as an augury of 
the continuance of the entente cordial between 


England and Russia and as a guarantee of the 
Satisfactcry delimitation of the Afghan frontier. 


COHENHAGEN. Sept. 17,—Mr. P. L. E. 
Liveniirn, Secretary of the Danish Legation at 
St. Petersburg, has been designated to succeed 
Mr. C, 8. A.de Bille as Minister Resident and 
Consul-General at Washington. 


Lonpon, Sept. 17.—The ex-Empress Eu- 
génie is about to return from Arenberg. She 
will spend some time in France. 

The Social Science Congress met at Birming- 
ham to-day. The President, tne Right Hon. 
George John Shaw-Lefevre, member of Parlia- 
ment, read an address. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Standard 
says that Count Herbert Bismarck, if not imme- 
diately, will certainly within 12 months, be ap- 
pointed to succeed Count von Minster as Ger- 
man Ambassador at London. 

The petition applying to the court for an or- 
der to wind up the Monarch Line Steamship 
Company has been withdrawn. The petitioner 
at the same time withdraws the statements made 
in his petition and expresses regret that he was 
misled by allegations which he has since dis- 
covered to be incorrect.

COAL OPERATORS COMBINING. 


—_ 
EFFORTS TO FORM A POOL OF THE BITUMIN- 
OUS SHIPPERS, 

PITTSBURG, Sept. 17.—The coal operators 
shipping bituminous coal to the lakes, by way of 
the Buffaio market, are trying to form a syndi- 
cate to handle all coal sent to that market. The 
operators along the Allegheny Valley and the 
Shenango and Allegheny and Erie Railroads are 
interested in the scheme. Thejobject is to form an 


asociation something after the manner of the 
Connellsville Coke Producers’ Association. They 
want not only to regulate the price, but to re- 
strict the production in accordance with the de- 
mand. Several meetings have been held during 
the past inonth, but the arrangements have not 
as yet been completed. Another meeting is to 
be held in this city or Buffalo in a few days, 
when, itissaid by the Pittsburgers interested, 
the pool or syndicate will be completed. The 
pool, when formed, will stop all cutting on rates 
along the railroads named above. The price of 
this coal now in Buffalo is said to be not over 
$2 65 per ton, with slow sales at these figures. 
The cutting has been carried on to such an ex- 
tent that some of the operators admit that there 
is no longer any money ir the business, anda 
number of them have lately been compelled to 
stop shipping to that point. Reductions in the 
price of mining have been made in all the 
roads, to such a rate that the miners threaten to 
strike en masse should any further cut be 
offered. “Ihe state of trade was never in a 
worse ccndition,” said one of the operators to- 
day, “and we have concluded to form this pool 
in the hope that prices will be maintained 
and all the coal men secure their equal 
share of trade. The price of coal will 
be raised at once to a paying basis. No 
persons included in the pool will be allowed to 
sell under the established figure. One main 
feature to be gained is the restriction of the out- 
put. There are times when the Buffalo market 
is flooded, and the operators,in order to get 
their money out, sell at a reduction. This will 
all be stopped, and no coal will be shipped to 
that place except what is demanded by the 


trade.

A PAGEANT IN CINCINNATI. 

Crxcrnnati, Ohio, Sept. 17.—The exposi- 
tion pageant given to-night by the Order or 
Cincinnatus was a more notable success than any- 
thing of the kind that has ever been attempted 
here. The subject illustrated was termed * The 
Dream of Shakespeare.” The triumphal chariot 
of Cincinnatus was followed by 25 cars illustrat- 
ing familiar scenes from the Shakespearean plays. 


The cars were handpomely gotten up and splen- 
didly lighted, and the effect was all that could be 
desired. The procession passed over a route five 
miles long, and along the entire length 
there were throngs of people crowding ev- 
ery foot of space, It is estimated at the 
stations that the afternoon trains brought in 
50,000 persons from the surrounding cities and 
towns. There are more here for the night than 
could find hotel accommodations, in addition to 
thousands who will return to their homes on the 
late trains. Such throngs of strangers have not 
been seen in the city for years. A grand full 
dress ball will be given by the Order of Cincin- 
natus to-morrow evening in the hall of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Both the parade and 
the bali are in some sense an imitation of the 
Mardi Gras festivities in New-Orieans.

CuHicaao, Sept. 17.—Isaac Jacobson, the 
condemned murderer, is in a more tranquil con- 
dition to-day. He slept well last night and ate a 
hearty breakfast this morning. He was visited 
by Dr. Krost, Assistant County Physician, who, 


seeing his weak condition, askea him if he would 
like a stimuiant. ‘No,’ answered the old 
man, “I do not wish any liquor.”” The Rev. Mr. 
Koerner called during the morning and engaged 
in the ay of the Scriptures pny an with 
Jacobson. he prisoner seemed to derive great 
comfort from the visit. He says now that he is 
prepared to die, that he bas no complaints to 
make, and will meet his death in a brave man- 
ner. He is still in a weak Dp nen condition, 
however, and has developed symptons of ex- 
haustion. This is why stimulants were offered 
him. As iar as known at the jail all ef- 
forts to get a commutation of the sentence 
have ceased. To-day cards of invitation to the 
execution were being distributed to the few peo- 
pie who will view it. Sheriff Hanchett has de- 
termined to limit the number of spectators to 
those entitled to see it under the law. He will 
not satisfy any morbid curiosity, although his 
oftice is overrun with people anxious to witness 
the awfulevent. It was announced to-day that 
the execution would take place at noon on Fri- 


day.

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WORK OF THE? CAMPAIGN 


PHILADELPHIA'S OLD RING AGAIN 
TO THE FRONT. 

THE BOSSES’ CANDIDATES FOR LOCAL OF- 
FICES AND CONGRESS ALL NOMINATED 
ACCORDING TO ORDERS, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17.—As foreshad- 
owed in these dispatches a few days ago, the can- 
didates for the local offices slated by the old Re- 
publican bosses were put through the various 
conventions to-day with a rush, and McManes, 
the recently restored Gas Trust boss; Leeds, 

Lane, and Rowan have demonstrated that their 

control of city politics is as absolute as it 

was five years ago, before the Committee 
of One Hundred was heard of. Weeks 
ago the ward and precinct workers, who 
are mostly city, State, or Government 

employes, were ordered to see that John J. 

Ridgeway, Jr.,should be nominated for City 

Controlier; George G. Pierie for Recorder of 

Deeds; William S. Douglass. William N. Lawson, 

and Robert N. Willson for Judges of the Com- 

mon Pleas. Equally explicit instructions were 
given regarding the nominations for Senators, 

Representatives, and Congressmen. The result 

of the conventions to-day shows how faith- 


fully the orders were obeyed. Every man 
on the slate was nominated, with scarce- 
ly any show of opposition in any in- 
stance. Pierie, the candidate for Recorder 
of Deeds, was on theticket for Receiver of Taxes 
against the reformer, John Hunter, last Feb- 
ruary. but when his defeat appeared inevitable 
he was induced to withdraw on the promise of a 
better office this Fall, and to-day the contract 
was fulfilled. The ticket generally is better 
than the ring was accustomed to set up in 
the old days. The exception is Douglass for 
City Commissioner, an office of great importance. 
Douglass has already been in office two terms 
and is a politician of the lowest grade, Alli the 
present Congressmen were renominated without 
opposition, The Congressional ticket stands: 
First District—H. H. Bingham; Second District— 
Charles O'Neill; Third District—Jacob J. Gump- 
per; Fourth District—William D. Kelley; Fifth 

istrict—Altred C. Harmer. Mr. Gumpper, who 
has been put - to be knocked down by Samuel 
J. Randall in the Third District, is a very re- 
spectable German, who was given the nomina- 
tion because nobody else wanted it. Among the 
Senatorial and Representative nominations ap- 
pear the names of many of the * Red Roosters,” 
and most of them can be depended upon by Mr. 
Cameron when he comes up for election to the 
Senate.

THEODORE LYMAN’S OPPONENT. 

Boston, Sept. 17.—In the Ninth Congres- 
sional District Republican Convention, held to- 
day, F. D. Ely, of Dedham, was nominated on 
the eighth ballot. The convention was note- 
worthy because ot the multiplicity of candi- 
dates, for each of whom there had been much 
canvassing of the district. Mr. Ely led in the 


balloting from the start. but the friends of 
other candidates stuck to their favorites 
until the withdrawal of one of the iead- 
ing candidates, Charles Robinson, Jr., of 
Newton, brother of Gov. Robinson. With the 
exception of Isaac T. Burr, of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Féand the Mexican Central Rail- 
roads, the other candidates were men of local 
renown only. Mr. Ely isa lawyer, Judge of the 
District Court in Dedham, and has served in the 
State Legislature. He is popular in_ his neigh- 
borhood, but is not widely known in the district. 
The contest in the convention, it is declared by 
the district leaders, was devoid of bitterness, 
and the friends of the other unsuccess- 
ful candidates fall into line in support 
of the successful one. The speech mak- 
ing was not of special moment. This is 
the district now represented by Col. Tneodore 
Lyman, the independent Congressman, who has 
already been placed in the field by the independ- 
ents without the formality of a convention. 
The question now is, Will the Democrats indorse 
this nomination? Tnere is some opposition to 
this plan, and it is now thought probable that 
they will not do so formally, but will place their 
own candidate in the field—perhaps Judge Ab- 
bott—who will receive the support of the slight 
Butler element in the district. . Democratic sup- 
port, however, is expected for Col. Lyman, and 
a close contest in this district is looked for.

APPEALING TO RACE PREJUDICE. 

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 17.—In the Fourth 
Congressional District Evans, the colored anti- 
Mahone candidate for Congress, is making a 
fearless and determined fight against the ma- 
chine. The colored voters have a majority of 
over 7,000 in the district, and claim their right to 


be represented in Congress by one of their own 
race. To accomplish this object the color line 
has been rett sharply drawn by the 
Evans people. Fred Douglass, Prof. Richard 
T. Greener, and several other prominent 
colored orators of the North have been invited 
by Candidate Evans to come down and take the 
stump in advocacy of the colored man’s political 
rights, as against Mahone’s method of putting 
up white men to represent the colored people in 
Congress. Douglass has not responded to the call 
yet. Prof. Greener, writing from Boston in re- 
ply to Evyans’s invitation to take the stump 
for him in_ the Petersburg district, 
states that his appointments are such 
that it would be impossible for him to 
meet the good friends of Petersburg whom he 
remembers so well in advocacy of the claims of 
a colored member of Congress. He says: “I do 
not know anything of the merits of the claim of 
Mr. Evans over Col. Brady, and would not nat- 
urally desire to express an opinion between 
them, but that the colored voters of the Fourth 
district have not long since sent a colored man 
to Congress to represent their overwhelming ma- 
jority is no compliment to their political sa- 
gacity, unanimity, or proper race pride.” 


A BID FOR HEBREW VOTES. 

NEw-HAVEN, Sept. 17.—The Register to- 
night tires the first campaign gun against the 
Hon. Henry B. Harrison, of this city, the Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor, by printing a re- 
mark he made at a trial in which he was counsel 
in 1857, and which gave great offense to the Jews 
of this city, so much so in fact,that he was cen- 
sured by Horeb Lodge, I. O. B. B., at the time. 
The Register is after the Hebrew vote. The case 
was for petty larceny, and the language used is 
thus quoted: ** Your Honor, will you not take 
the evidence given by 11 Americans in preference 
to that given by tour Jews?” The report made 
by the investigating Hebrews at that time goes 
on to say: 

The uncalled-for remark of Harrison excites the 
just indignation of all the Jews in the United States, 
as their veracity has never yet been doubted by an 
honorable man, and they called upon him to say by 
what right he dared to hold up the Jews as not worthy 
to be believed. Should it have failed that dignitary 
for words to make a plea and he had to make use of 
these ungentlemanly words, we would freely forgive 
him, but hope that he will come out and state to the 
world that a Jew is as goud a citizen as those who 
have burned witches in the dark ages or those who 
have clung to the wake-me-night doctrine. Shame, 
eternal shame, rest upon the man who loves to ques- 
tion a man’s integrity because of his religion.

VIVORS AT ROCHESTER. 

GENS, SHERIDAN AND LOGAN GIVEN A RE- 
CEPTION BY THE MAYOR—MEMOIRS OF 
THE DEAD HEROES, 

RocueEsTeER, Sept. 17.—The sixteenth an- 
nual reunion of the Army of the Cumberland 
began to-day. Large numbers of members have 
arrived from all over thecountry. The hoteis 
are all crowded, and Power's Hotel, the head- 
quarters of the society, presentsa busy scene. 
Many distinguished members are present. 
Among them are Gens. Philip H. Sheridan, 
John A. Logan, Henry M. Cist, J. J. Morgan, 
W. M. Kilgour, H. A. Barnum, J. G. Parkhurst, 


Daniel Butterfield, Joseph B. Carr, A. B, Under- 
wood, Stewart L. Woodford, Horace Porter, 
James Barnett, R. I. Mussey, Horace Boughton, 
and many others of lower rank. Ex-Speaker 
Keifer is also in attendance. Gen. Kosecrans 
telegraphed that he was under a physician's 
charge and could not attend. 

At 11:30 o’clock the delegates marched to the 
City Hall ina body, headed by the Kochester 
City Band. Soon after 11 o’clock Gen. Sheridan 
called the first business session of the Army of 
the Cumberland to order in the City Hall. The 
Rev. Dr. Baldwin opened the session with 
prayer. The reports of the officers and commit- 
tees were called for. Gen. Henry M. Cist, Chair- 
man of the Republican Committee, presented a 
bound volume containing the report of last year's 
session to the attention of the society, comment- 
ing briefly upon the manner of its preparation 
and upon its contents.

Sheridan and Logan in the Mayor's office. 
Thousands of citizens were presented to both. 
To-morrow at 10 o’clock the business session will 
be concluded and officers elected. To-morrow 
evening a complimentary banquet will be given 
by the citizens of Rochester. The arsenal has 
been magnificently decorated for the occasion. 
J. Q. A. Ward and Miss C, L. Ransom, the artists, 
are in attendance. The latter expected to pre- 
sent to the society a life-size portrait of Gen. 
Garfield, but she has not been able to complete 
the work in time, being delayed by the hot 
weather, which affected her eyes. 

Major D. D. 8. Brown, Chairman of the local 
Executive Committee, delivered an introductory 
address at the meeting in the City Hal) this even- 
ing. It was followed by an address of welcome 
by Mayor Parsons, extending the hospitalities of 
the city to the visiting society. Gen. Sheridan’s 
response was as follows: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CITY OF ROCH- 
ESTER: The members of the Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland highly appreciate the warm welcome 
and kindly feeling which they have recelved of you at 
this, their annual meeting. hey highly appreciate the 
kind words of welcome from his Honor the Mayor, 
and they feel that unto him and all the people of this 
city are due their most hearty thanks. There were 
a great many soldiers from _ Rochester in the 
Army of the Cumberland, who served with us 
in the West, and we have often heard them speak of 
you and of your beautiful city, and they have often 
asked us to hold ourannual reunion here.

OHIO LABOR TROUBLES.

STOVE MOLDERS WILLING TO COMPROMISE 
—CIGAR MEN HOLDING OUT. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 17.—The stove 
molders, who have been ona strike for nine 
months, to-day offered to return to work ata 
reduction of 12% percent. Thisis the basis upon 
which the troubles between the molders and 
manufacturers of Quincy, Ill., recently came to 
an agreement, but it is 744 per cent. higher wages 
than is paid by the stove manufacturers of 
Troy, N. Y. It is the Troy schedule which the 
Cincinnati manufacturers have insisted on adopt- 


ing. Tre men say they do not expect that their 
offer of to-day will be accepted, for the reason 
thatthe manufacturers are more desirous of 
breaking up the union than of securing the full 
20 per.cent. reduction demanded. The men claim, 
however, to have made the offer in good faith, 
hoping, if nothing else is accomplished, to cor- 
rect the impression caused by the recent out- 
breaks, that they are acting without reason and 
court an outbreak. 

As to the cigarmakers’ lockout there does not 
seem to be the least prospect of an adjustment. 
Hyman Phillips returned to-night from a tour 
of the neighboring cities for the collection of 
funds for the locked out members of the union. 
He succeeded in raising $5,000. which, added to 
the $4,255 a week. will put the men in pretty good 
shape. Mr. Phillips was escorted from the station 
by three cigarmakers’ unions, with bands of 
music. The papers for a co-operative cigar 
factory were forwarded to Columbus to-dgy. 
The capital is to be $25,000, and is to be take in 
small sums by members of the unions.

SECRETARY FOLGER’S VACANT PLACE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Information was 
received here to-day that the Hon. L. P. Morton, 
Minister to France, who had intended to have 
sailed for New-York on Tuesday of this week, 
has concluded to defer his departure for two 
weeks. This fact would seem to dispose of the 


report that he wascoming home to assume the 
duties ot Secretary of the Treasury, as that 
office will have to be filled within the en- 
suing seven days. It is said by Mr. Mor- 
ton’s friends that he obtaine leave of 
absence to come to this country some time 
before the death of Secretary Folger, and his 
original intention to have started a few days 
after that event was merely an acccident, and 
had no — connection with the vacancy in 
the Cabinet.

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SUCCESSFUL MAIL ROBBERS. 


NEW -HAVEN ¥. POST OFFICE OFFICIALS 
BAFFLED IN) ATTEMPTS TO FIND THE 


THIEF, 

New-Haven,: Conn., Sept. 17.—There is 
trouble in the New-Haven Post Office. A New- 
Haven business man alleges that his mail has 
been robbed, and that letters containing money 
received at the New-Haven Post Office have 
been stolen. Detectives have been at work on 
the case, and the Post Office officials are supposed 
to have exerted themselves in the way of special 
surveillance, but so far every effort in the 


line ot investigation has proved futile, and de- 
spite the fact that the Postmaster, the chief 
clerk, and other employes of the office keep an 
active watch, the alleged robberies have con- 
tinued with little interruption. The total of 
the alleged robberies make a large sum. George 
G. Powning, who is the head ot the Yale Silk 
Works, is a dealer in the scrap silks so dear to the 
feminine heart tor fancy patchwork He and 
his partner were the pioneers in this line and 
now controlalarge business. Advertising widely, 
they have secured cus‘omers all over the coun- 
try, their mail being among the largest received 
at the Post Office in this city. As the corre- 
spondence generally relates to orders for goods, 
most of the letters contain money ranging in 
amount from a fraction of a dollar upward. 
As arule the sums are too small to suggest Post 
Office money orders or _ the _ registra- 
tion of letters. During the latter part of 
August complaints began to pour in upon the 
firm from customers at a distance who claim to 
have forwarded money without receiving in re- 
turn any of the goods ordered. So frequent be- 
came these complaints that Mr. Powning made 
known the fact at the Post Office. Detectives 
were employed to look after certain features of 
the case, but their vigilance effected nothing. 

It was at first suspected that some person had 
obtained a duplicate key to Mr. Powning’s Post 
Office drawer and was opening it surreptitiously. 
A close watch kept in the Post Office lobby up- 
set this theory, for nobody save Powning opened 
the box though the letters continued to disap- 
pear. In the meantime a new lock was placed 
upon the drawer and detective work was trans- 
ferred to another phase of the case. For 
a fortnight the Post Office authorities 
have been on the watch without any result 
other than the embarrassment otf discovering 
that despite their surveillance the thefts con- 
tinued without interruption. Though satisfied 
that the thefts were really taking place, all de- 
tective expedients have been equally ineffectual, 
until the Post Office authorities have settled 
dowr to the opinion that either there is no hope 
ot cornering the rouge or else that the thefts are 
from the outside. 

Chief Clerk Boyd said to-night that his atten- 
tion had been called by Mr. Powning to these 
alleged irregularities some time ago, and that he 
had carefully and persistently investigated every 
phase in the case, but as yet had been wholly un- 
abie to find the slightest evidence of crooked- 
ness upon the part of any man in the Post Office 
employ. “I can only say this,’ said Mr. Boyd, 
“that the boxes now in use at the Post Office 
have been in service for so long as to have be- 
ceme almost worthless. For 10 years they have 
been steadily in use, and we have found that many 
ot them are continually getting out of order, 
and I think there is more than a fair possibility 
that these losses may be accounted for in this 
way. Many of the boxes have become so de- 
fective in their locks, &c., asto have given us 
trouble with other parties, but until this in- 
stance there has never been any reason to sus- 
pect any crookedness upon the inside of the 
office. We know that in some instances keys in 
use at the office have become so worn by long 
use as to now fit and unlock a half-dozen differ- 
ent drawers.”” The investigation will be pushed, 
and Inspectors from Washington are expected.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT ADVANCED.

THE MILLERS’ SCHEDULE RAISED TWO'CENTS 
—FARMERS HOLDING BACK, © \

Millers’ Association yesterday advanced prices 
in the country on wheat 2 cents per bushel all 
around. This may have the effect of bringing 
out more wheat, but it is doubtful. .The fact is, 
the farmers generally have shown a determi- 
nation to hang on to the grain like grim 
death, and are only selling enough to meet 
their most pressing engagements. In many local- 
ities t-ey prefer rather to borrow money at 10 
per cent. than market their wheat at present 
prices. A Grand Forks (Dakota) special states 
that there isa very bitter feeling among both 
farmers and business men. By the new rules of 
grading little passes No. 2 hard. At 51 cents 
there and 53 cents at other points little is mar- 
keted, while the thrashers have been busy fortwo 
weeks. The farmers and business men propose 
to combine to hold the cropin granaries and 
stacks. The loan agencies agree to be lenient 
with the farmers, requiring only the interest 
and carrying them as long as they can hold. The 
machine men are disposed to do the same. Not 
a bushel more will be marketed than is absolute- 
ly demanded Uy necessity. While some farmers 
have had a sufficient increase in yield per acre to 
enable them to sell at 50 cents per bushel without 
loss, the majority have not, and many declare 
— will let it rot before they sell atso lowa 
ure, 
rom Fargo comes the report that plowing is 
being somewhat neglected, and from the pres- 
ent outlook there will be a eat decrease in 
next year’s wheat crop in that section. The 
heavy rain of Sunday was general throughout 
the Northwest. In some portions of the Red 
River Valley it was raining again yesterday and 
thrashing was entirely suspended. A telegram 
to a Minneapolis commission firm stated that in 
Pembina County the fields are so wet that teams 
cannot be driven on them and much of the grain is 
still unstacked. The heavy winds of the past 
few days have blown off the tops of stacks in 
many places, and the grain is considerably dam- 
aged. Grain dealers, elevator companies, and 
millers are sending out warnings tocountry —- 
ers to urge farmers to dry the wheat thoroughly 
before thrashing. Reports from the Omaha 
Road say thrashing has been delayed at many 
points on account of the rain. Like reports 
come from various other quarters, and the un- 
easiness caused has had the effect of stiffening 
prices considerably.

WHAT GEN, HAZEN AND SECRETARY LIN 


COLN SAY ABOUT THE DELAYED SUIT. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—There has been 
so much mystery thrown around the defalca- 
tion, arrest, flight, and subsequent concealment 
of Capt. Howgate that the mere mention of his 
name causes a flutter in the Signal Service Bu- 
reau, and more or less uneasiness in certain of- 
ficesin the Treasury Department. The state- 
ment of the reason why the suits against 
Howgate’s bondsmen were so long de- 
layed, as published in THe TIMES to- 
day, was read with interest in these de- 
partments, yet when Chief Signal Officer Hazen 
was asked what he had to say about the mat- 


ter he replied by asking with an air of astonish- 
ment: “ What matter?” Later in the conversa- 
tion Gen. Hazen admitted that requests for in- 
formation regarding Howgate’s accounts bad 
come to the Signal Service Bureau from the 
Treasury Department, but he declared that they 
were “informal” and so indefinite that they 
could not be answered. Theonly proper chan- 
nel for such requests was through the Secretary 
of War, and none had come in that way. Any- 
thing that the Treasury Department wanted 
concerning Howgate’s accounts would be fur- 
nished, and furnisehd promptly. if it was applied 
for in the proper way, through the War Depart- 
ment. Gen. Hazen then volunteered the in- 
formation that in response to one of the “in- 
formal” requests of the Treasury Department 
be had sent an officer conversant with the Hew- 
gate matter to talk about it with certain Treas- 
ury Officials. This statement was confirmed by 
the officer, who said he failed to detect any spe- 
cial zeal in the matter on the part of the Tress- 
ury men. Gen. Hazen did not explain why it 
was proper to respond to this ‘“‘informal” re- 
quest and not proper to furnish the transcripts 
asked for in the same way. 

Secretary Lincoln read Tae TrMes’s article, 
laid the paper down, and remarked emphatical- 
ly: “I don't believe a word of it is true.” He 
detailed at some length the thoroughness and 
promptness with which Gen. Hazen had un- 
earthed the Howgate frauds and furnished the 
evidence upon which the officer was indicted, 
and declared that he would have to see substan- 
tial proofs before he would believe that the Chief 
Signal Officer had not promptly aided the proper 
authorities in any suit against Howgate or 
the bondsmen. Like Gen. Hazen, Mr. Lincoln: 
laid special stress upon the fact that any request 
for information from the Signal Office should be 
made through him, and he was unable to recall 
seeing any such document. The Secretary added 
that the chief thing to be done was to get How- 
gate into the penitentiary. If the newspaper 
writers who professed to know that Howgate 
was within a day’s journey of the capital would 
let him know where the ex-officer was he would 
have a detective after him very soon. There 
was no fund from which the expenses of secur- 
ing Howgate c uld be paid, but the Secretary 
would pay the money out of his own pocket and 
trust to Congress to reimburse him. 

Talks with all the officers of the Treasury De- 
partment who have had anything to do with 
Howgate’s accounts or the suits ggainst him and 
his bondsmen show that the statements pub- 
lished to-day are true. The fact that Howgate’s 
accounts appear on the Treasury books as 
squared up and closed is explained by the state- 
ment that supposed proper vouchers were fur- 
nished for every item. If the Signal Service 
Bureau will furnish the information to show 
any voucher false the account will be reopened 

_and the amount charged up against Howgate.

CUTTING COAL RATES. 
A QUESTION OF VERACITY BETWEEN THE 
READING COAL PEOPLE AND THE BROKERS. ‘ 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17.—“ It is true that. 
there is now some discussion concerning the dis- 
solution or modification of the coal combina- 
tion, but itisa matter that will require much 
consideration,” said President Keim, of the 
Reading Railroad Company,to a Philadelphia 
Times reporter to-day. ‘**Of the Reading’s posi- 
tionI can cay nothing. That is a question for 
the stockholders to decide. Do we desire to 


leave the combination ? Ah, that is something I do 
not care to say.”” The general coal agent of the 
re and Reading Railroad Company, 
Thomas M. Richards, said in reply to the charge 
that the Reading Railroad had for some time 
been cutting the scheduled rates: ** That is a mere 
stock jobbers’ yarn. We haven't coal enough to 
fillour orders to-day, and all we can produce 
for some time to come is already sold. Certainly 
that does not look as if we were engaged in cut- 
ting the scheduled rates. Sometimes the brokers 
give up their 15 cents a ton brokerage to a cus- 
tomer. He gets his coal for so much less; but 
that is not our matter. Weare getting asmuch 
for coal on board vessels from Philadelphia as 
they are getting in New-York to-duy. We have 
no cause to cut rates.” 

A member of a large coal operating concern 
said, in regard to Reading and the charge of cut- 
ting rates: *“*Itis well known among coal men 
that there has been much cutting of rates done 
by the Reading Company this Summer. They 
have been hard pushed tor money, and have 
taken the methods of raising it that were at 
hand. I do notsay thatasmall buyer could go to 
the Reading’s agents and get any coal to-day at 
other than the scheduled rates, but I know 
that large consumers have been accommodated 
all along almost at their own prices. It is quite 
true that Reading is short of coal just now, but 
it is from this sort of thing. I do not think that 
there will be any serious rupture between the: 
members of the combination. Their union is 
their strength, as in the event of their dissolu- 
tion the wildest cutting of rates would ensue. 
We have nothing to fear from them, however, 
as Philadelphia would not be affected by their 


dissolution.”

, TALKING ABOUT THE TELEPHONE. 

‘. PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 17.—Several mem- 
bers of the Association for the Advancement of 
Science attended the second day’s session of the 
National Telephone Association, at the Conti- 
nental Hotel, to-day. Half a dozen papers on 
telephone management were read. At the after- 
noon meeting M. Berthon, of Paris, briefly 
sketched the telephone systems of France. The 


latest improvement in telephoning, he said, was 
an arrangement by which all subscribers except 
the one using the instrument could be cut out. 
This prevented other subscribers from hearing 
messaces of a private nature. “Our sub- 
scribers would swear if they couldn't 
hear what was going on all over the circuit,” 
said President Tyler. ‘I suppose,” he added, 
“French subscribers never swear.” ‘Oh, yes, 
they do,” was theresponse. ‘In which case you 
cut them off?” ** No, we let them swear.’’ A com- 
mittee was appointed to secure the adoption ofa 
standard wire gauge. Such a gauge, Mr. Knight, 
of London, explained, has already been adopted 
by the telephone companies in England. An- 
other committee was appointed to gather statis- 
tical information concerning the growth of the 
telephone interest in the United States. The as- 
sociation adjourned to meet in Providence ir 
November, 1885.

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A MID-WEEK GLANCE AT 
VARIOUS HOUSES. 
MR. PALMER AND WALLACK’S—THE ROYAL 
BRITISH BURLESQUE COMPANY—A COM- 
ING CHANGE AT THE MADISON-SQUARE, 
It isnow pretty generally understood that 
the theatre to which Mr. A. M. Palmer has been 
accustomed to allude in his newspaper interviews 
eoncerning his reasons tor making a partnership 
with the Messrs. Mallory is the up-town house 
which bears Mr. Wallack’s name. Mr. Palmer, it 
will be easily recalled, has made frequent refer- 
ences to going beyond the mere Madison-Square 
project and taking hold of a much larger theatre, 
to be devoted to the bringing out of spectacular 
melodramas and other pieces requiring elaborate 
setting and an extensive stage. It is authentic- 
ally understood that Wa)lack’s Theatre was the 
house in view, Mr. Wallack and Mr. Moss having 
been approached with a propoSition to that ef- 
fect. After considering the matter in every 
light it is believed that Mr. Wallack has made up 
his mind to reject the offer. If it had been ac- 
cepted he would have returned with his com- 
pany to the Star Theatre,which would in that case 
have resumed its old name, Tbe circumstances 
which led toso much as a momentary contem- 
piation of the project on the part of Mr. Wal- 
lack may be briefly toid. He madea great deal 
more money at the old theatre than he has made 
at any time inthe new one. Successes in the 
down-town house were of frequent occurrence, 
and they have not rapidly followed one another 
since Mr. Wallack moved into his present 
theatre. The Star has steadily made money 
ever since Mr. Wallack left it, while the only 
really great hit at the new theatre was * The 
Silver King.’’ Mr. Wallack is inclined to be- 
lieve that the same material which has been em- 
ployed by hiscompany in the past two seasons 
would have been much more successfully 
brought out downtown. He left his old theatre, 
it. is remembered, because he believed the loca- 
tion was losing its value with the northward 
sweep oi the residential part of the city. But it 
is; now claimed that the Star Theatre has made 
large amounts, while many of the theatres 
further up have not been so fortunate. 
Mr. Wallack regards the house he formerly 
occupied as still maintaining its right to be 
called the most valuable piece of theatrical 
property in the city. it has been urged by those 
most anxious to dissuade him from the changes 
suggested that, while the Star has undoubtedly 
done wellas a combination theatre, it does not 
at all tollow that it would have been equally 
popular as the scene of original productions. It 
is further pointed vut that the regular season of 
theatres below Twenty-third-street bas gradual- 
ly but surely shrunken in length for some years 
back, and that, where not very many years azo 
it was easy to go on with original presentations 
through the whole of the theatrical term, it is 
now pecessary to devote the opening and closing 
months of the seuson to the lucrative admission 
of combinations. Mr. Wallack has also been 
made to see that his newest theatre is increasing 
rapidly in value. and that if it would be possible 
for Mr. Palmer to profitably follow a certain 
routine with the house, it ought to be equally 
possible for Mr. Wallack to accomplish the 
same result, more especially as he has now em- 
barked ina more extensive plan of operations 
than he has until pow followed. The decision 
not to give up the theatre leaves Mr. Palmer 
about where he was before on the matter of 
having a theatre for the bringing out of his 
most costly dramatic importations. Tbe new 
melodrama by Sims, which was written for the 
London zy Theatre and bought for this 
country by Mr. Palmer, cannot be done at the 
Madison-Square Theatre, owing to its heavy 
character in the matter of scenery. Beyond this, 
the experience of Mr. Palmer and the Messrs, 
Mallory in connection with ‘Called Back” will 
probably induce them to avoid biring another 
theatre upon the large terms which are involved 
in a brief engagement of this kind. So that, un- 
less arrangements are made by which Mr. 
Palmer and the Mallory brothers can become the 
lessees of a Jarge theatre in New-York, they will 
be obliged to produce their heavy plays in con- 
junction with some other manager, to build a 
new house altogether, or to temporanly shelve 
their strongest material.

The members of the Royal British Bur- 
desque Company, which is erroneously adver- 
tised as having come from the Gaiety Theatre, 
London, are in a condition of disgust, for many 
reasons. It is felt among them that if they had 
been advertised for what they really were, the 
reception which was accorded them would in all 
likelihood have been considerably less vigorous, 
and comparatively easy to bear with equanim- 
ity. Tbe fact of the matter is tnat these people 
are not burlesquers at all, but music hall spe- 
cialists. Mr. Henley isthe only member of the 
troupe who has been accustomed to the kind of 
acting which is most commonly accepted in 
legitimate theatres. It was originally intended 
by the projectors of this enterprise that it should 
figure as a variety show of the English pattern. 
But in an evil hour they listened to the biand- 
ishments of the Kiralfy Brothers and agreed 
to pass the company off as a set of * royal” Brit- 
ish burlesquers, hailing from a theatre in which 
they never collectively played. In the music 
halisof London, which are equivaieut to the 
variety theatres in this city, some of the mem- 
bers of the organization at present under discus- 
sion have been known for years to a most favor- 
able extent. Mr. Patrick Feeney, for instance, 
who melodiously warbles ditties concerning the 
extraurdinary superiority of Ireland asa place 
of residence, and -xvressing the profound con- 
viction that all Hibernians are angels of sweet- 
ness and light, easily earns $200 a week in Lon- 
don. Miss Loftus, who has set to music the an- 
nouncement that she is **soshy,” is likewise a 
widely regarded favorite in the British metropo- 
lis. Miss Pediey, the Cragg family, and the 
other specialists now grouped at the New Park 
Theatre may be also included in the range of 
English music hall powers. The idea of bring- 
ing these various people over to America to give 
a variety entertainment originated in the 
mind of Mr. George W. Moore, who goes 
more commonly by the expressive name 
of “Pony” Moore. This gentleman is an 
American, who has for years been lavishing bis 
sweetness on the desert English. He is the senior 
member of the firm of Moore & Burgess, pur- 
veyors of negro minstrelsy to the British public. 
They give now the same entertainment they 
gave years and years ago. Some of the old, origi- 
nal jokes, petritied and polished by use, are still 
brought out and exhibited with a degree of 
reverence which their extreme age demands. But 
Mr. Moore would not be regarded exactly in the 
light of an exemplar of the finest culture and 
broadest learning of this country. He is very 
much addicted to extremely large diamonds and 
his conversation is richly bestrewn with figures 
of speech that are not employed to any great ex- 
tent in the most refined American circles. Never- 
theless, Mr. Moore isa man of advanced monetary 
solidity, and some of his entertainments excite 
the a-tonishment, if not the admiration, of those 
to whom they are exhibited. Every year in Lon- 
don Mr. Moore gives a bail which is the only 
thing of its kind that is known in the 
whole wide world. It is patronized first 
by those of the young women of the 
London stage who are given to abnormal 
acceleration of personal habft, and, second, by 
that class of Jane men who go by the easily 
comprehended titie of “bloods.” This ball 
usually develops before morning into a deafen- 
ing chaos, wherein coherence of speech is exam- 
pled in inverse ratio to the volume of sound. 
yy a certain class it is regarded as one of the 
sights of London. Mr. Moore himself makes it 
the groundwork of his boast that he associates 
with the nobility of Great Britain. In organ- 
izing the company which is now playing in New- 
York Mr. Moore selected pretty msich the best 
material to be found in the English music 
halls. When he was here last Spring in company 
with his relative, Mr. Thomas Hojmes, he was 
actuated by the double purpose of taking 
to himself a second Mrs. Moore and looking 
over the country with a view to his variety 
company. It was then that the Kiralfy 
Brothers, fired by the general peng epidemic 
which at that moment made itself felt among 
American managers, suggested the Sesees of 
the entertainment for the line then propo to 
the one which has now been followed with pain- 
ful results. The Messrs. Kiralfy agreed to fur- 
nish chorus and costumes and various other 
things. It isthus that the performances at the 
New Park have brought to the front some wem- 
bers of the old families of this unbappy island. 
They have also brought forward some ot the old 
clothes, and there is some difficulty in making 
out whether the costumes or their wearers are 
the most advanced in years. They all show in 
about equal quantities the wear and tear of time 
and usage, r. Movore’s son is in charge of the 
fortunes of this burlesque company along with 
Mr. Holmes, and he announces with some asperi- 
ty that the American public shall apprecia e the 
value of the organization, if it costs the paternal 
Moore £20,000 to make them do it. It is given 
out, however, that young Mr. Moore propenes 
to go back to the original idea upon which the 
company was brought together. This is done 
partly because it is very evident that only a few 
misguided people want to see the organization 
in its present shape, and partly out of deference 
to the demands of the performers, who feel that 
in posing as burlesquers they are injuring their 
own reputations. It is probable, therefore, that 
the Koyal British Burlesque Company will before 
lang become extinct, and that the same perform- 
ote will hereafter give an olio entertainment, 
followed by ashort burlesque. In this manner 
it ig hoped that the dissemination of Mr. * Pony” 
Moore's £20,000 may be averted.

THE. MOROSINI FAMILY FLEES FROM YONK- 

ERS AND TRE HULSKAMPS LEFT TO 
THEMSELVES. 

When Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Hitilskamp 
got off the train which arrived at the Mount St. 
Vincent station yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock 
they started direct tor the Morosini mansion 
through the convent grounds. Just as they 
reached the tup of the eminence which overlooks 
the railroad there Capt. Mangin and the Rev. 
Father McNamee met them, and startied them in 
no small degree by the announcement that the 
whole Morosini family had gone away. Early 
yesterday morning the banker went up to Tarry- 
town, presumably with the intention of securing 


rooms there for hisfamiy. He was accompa- 
nied by Giovanni, his ecidest son, and after re- 
maining in the little town a very short time 
they took the 6:50 train for New-York. At 
about 10 o’clock, Attilio, the younger son, left 
his home on foot, and at 12 o’clock a closed car- 
riage drove up to the door to take away the re- 
maining members of the family. Mrs. Morosini, 
although far from well and very weak, was as- 
sisted into the carriage by servants, and was 
followed by Miss Julia and her younger sister. 
The carriage then was driven rapidly away 
toward Yonkers, and where they have gone no 
one knows. The house is left in charge of five 
servants, nct one of whom knew—or, if they 
did, they denied it—where the family had gone or 
how long they were to beaway. They took noth- 
ing with them except two traveling bags. 

Mrs. Hiilskamp was loth to believe this, and 
Capt. Mangin, to prove its truth, went with her 
to the house so lately deserted, while her hus- 
band and Father McNamee walked over to War- 
ner’s little saloon, where the former had some 
few remaining possessions. At the house one of 
female servants met Mrs. Hiilskamp and the 
Captain and confirmed the story. Mrs. Htils- 
kamp seemed utterly ata loss to know why her 
mother, at least, had gone away without a word 
ot warning or without letting her know where 
they were going. Mr. Morosini, however, lett 
word for his daughter where she might find all 
her clothes, jeweiry, &c., which she leit behind 
when she fled with her lover. The young bride 
staid only a short time at her former home. She 
had brought a smal! box of confections for Miss 
Julia, and this she carried back with her. 

On their return to the station Mr. and Mrs. 
Hiilskamp found that a crowd of about 100 
young men and women. had already congre- 
gated there to see them. Mrs. Hlilskamp was so 
annoyed by the impertinent stares that the 
ticket agent let her into his little box away from 
the window and locked the door until the 3:15 
o’clock train for New-York arrived. Many 
of the fmpertinent crowd got on the same 
car and came all the way to the city. 
Another crowd awaited the much-talked- 
about pair at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion. Hiilskamp allowed his anger to escape 
him in a few vigorous expressions, and holding 
his wife tightly by the arm, crushed his wav 
through the crowd, casting angry, defiant 
glances about him. All the way up Forty-sec- 
ond-street ana pare of the way down Madison- 
avenue, into which thoroughfare rag | turned, 
the crowd followed them, and finally, becoming 
satisfied, the members composing it dropped one 
by one into side streets, and the couple soon took

PARDONED BY THE GOVERNOR. 


WILLIAM BLUMENAUER SET FREE AFTER 
SIX MONTHS’ IMPRISONMENT. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 17.—The Governor 
has pardoned William Blumenauer, convicted in 
New-York of assault in the second degree and 
sentenced March 26, 1884, to imprisonment in 
Sing Sing Prison for the term of two years and 
six months. The following reasons have been 
filed: 
“ The offense of this convict consisted in wounding 
with an ordinary pocketknife the complainant in the 
toidst of a scuffie which had been preceded by a violent 
guurrel, From statements made by the District At- 
torney I gather that the compluinant, who was a larger 
and stronger man than the convict, wus the assailant, 
and that though there was no actual justification for 
the use of a weapon, the circumstances surrounding the 
atiair mitigated to a great extent the conduct of the 
prisoner. A very large number of his neighbors 
and acquaintances certify to his quiet and peaceable 
disposition and industrious habits, and ask that he be 
released from further imprisonment. Eight of the 
ee by whom he was convicted join in the petition 
or his pardon. The convict was enguged in the milk 
business priorto his conviction, and has a wife and a 
number of children. Lam satistied that his continued 
imprisonment will result in the destruction of his busi- 
ness, and reduce his family to actual want. The Dis- 
trict Attorney Ebe prossewes him, upon consideration 
of the facts adduced upor the trial and those which he 
has since learned, expresses the opinion that this is a 
proper case for clemency. This convict has been in 
rison for nearly six months, and | am satisfied that 
ne ends of justice will be subserved and this offender 

anes. the law sufficiently punished if he be now par- 
oned.

ADVISING MINERS TO STRIKE. 

PitrspurG, Sept. i7.—The coal miners’ 
strike shows no signs of breaking. President 
Costello spoke at Gold Eagle, in the third pool, 
laet night, to a large audience of miners. He 
stated that in the third pool there were about 10 
men at work. In the Catsburg mines there were 
60 men at work. In R. C. Garfield’s mines a few 
men were at work, and the Cincinnati lay idle. 
Two of the pits were paying 3 cents and others 
234. These latter were under contract until No- 
vember. He advised the men to break the con- 
tract. He said that probably Constable Mc- 
Clure would again arrest him for conspiracy in 
advising them, but if a thousand McClures were 
present he should advocate breaking the contract 
under the circumstances. It is now admitted at 
the Coal Exchange that some of the third pool 
operators are paying 8 cents, in defiance of the 
agreement binding them not to pay more than 
2% cents in the first and second pools. A gen- 
tieman who came down from the fourth pool 
to-day says they are making no demonstration. 
He reports several pits running in that pool, but 
all with a limited number of men. In the third 
pool a number of strikers are stillincamp. The 
women now show a disposition to engage in the 
strike, and have “ tinpanned” some of the non- 
union men on their way home from work. They 
will probably orgunize and begin an aggressive 
campaign. 

SIX YEARS OF LITIGATION. 

ScuenectTapDy, N. Y., Sept. 17.—A long 
litigation of interest to many New-Yorkers is 
drawing toaclose. The action commenced by 
Jesse Peck against David Cady Smith, as Execu- 
tor of Eliza Peck, deceased, has been pending 
nearly six years. In this action Jesse Peck sued 


to recover $60,000, and the case, which was tried 
before Judge Landon in July Jast, has been de- 
cided by him. The Judge finds that Patrick G. 
Caliahan was not indebted to Mrs. Eliza Peck as 
Trustee on account of rents or income of the 
trust estate; that the goowt, purporting to be 
the will ot Gertrude L. Callahan, dated April 
22, 1872, is her genuine last will, also that tne re- 
lease of Gertrude B. Callahan to Eliza Peck, 
Trustee, of the same date, and a life release 
dated Jan. 28, 1875, were each duly executed by 
Gertrude. The Judge thesrupon directs judg- 
ment for the defendant and that the plaintiff's 
complaints be dismissed on the merits, with 
costs against the plaintiff. On the death of 
Jesse Peck, about two years ago, the suit in his 
name Was continued in the name of his widow, 
Mary Jane Peck, as his Executrix.

THE REASSURING NEWS RECEIVED AT THE 
HEADQUARTERS OF THE PARTIES. 

Among the visitors to the Republican 
headquarters yesterday were J. H. Borland, of 
Pittsburg; H. J. Johnson, editor of the Daily 
News of Cumberiand, Md.; W. T. Henderson, of 
Baltimore; J, H. Brown, of Columbus, Ohio; 
T. F. Reed, of Spring Valley, and Charles Lap- 
ham, of Canandaigua. Mr. Lapham reports a 
Republican tidal wave in Ontario County. It 
was reported at the National Committee rooms 
that James G. Blaine would arrive in New-York 
on Saturday morning and spend two or three 
days in the city. He will not make a tour 
through this State, as has been reported. Senator 
Warner Miller called at the State Committee 
rooms yesterday and reported the meeting at 
Poughkeepsie Tuesday evening, where he spoke, 
as very large and enthusiastic. He feels confi- 
dent of carrying the State for Blaine bya big 
majority. He says he does not look upor the 
Prohibition voje as seriously threatening the 
success of Blaine and Logan in this State. He 


thinks it is confined to comparatively few coun- 
ties and appears larger now than it will be on 
the day of election. 

It was a busy day at the Democratic head- 
quarters. The Executive and Advisory Com- 
mittees were in consultation, and the committee 
rooms were thronged with visitors, among 
whom were Dan Manning and Treasurer Max- 
well, of Albany; Charles Walker, of Steuben; 
Smith Weed, of Clinton: Mr. McCune, of the 
Buffalo Courier; Congressmen Stevens and Camp- 
bell, and Gen. Sigel. All the outside visitors 
reported Cleveland’s prospects to be brightening 
every day, and the fullest confidence is now ex- 
pressed by residents of the country districts 
that he will carry New-York by a good ma- 
jority if this city and Brooklyn do anything 
ike what they have done in past elections. 
A delegation of workingmen engaged in the 
hide and leather business visited the headquar- 
ters during the day and reported that they rep- 
resented a club of 150 members, either Irishmen 
orthe sons of Irishmen, al! of whom would 
vote for Cleveland and Hendricksand do what 
they could to elect the ticket.

CHICAGO CATTLE MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—The total Cattle receipts 
were much larger to-day than for either of the pre- 
ceding days of the week, but there was not a very 
considerable increase in the supply of fair to prime 
shipping Steers, and for anything answering to the 
above description the market held its own.

The financial statement of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company made by Presi- 
dent ApaMs yesterday for the year ending 
June 30 shows, over and above all ex- 
penses and fixed charges, including the 
Government requirements under the Thur- 
man act, the amount of $3,179,704 97 ‘‘ ap- 
plicable to dividends,” or 5.22 per cent. 
on the capital stock. But it will be 
remembered that under the remarkable 
agreement which Mr. ADAMS made with 
the Senate Committee on Railroads 
last June no dividend can be paid until 
after Congress meets again. It is prob- 
able that none will be paid until the ar- 
rears due to the Government under the 
Thurman act have been met. As a part 
of the agreement of June last the amount 
due for 1883 was paid, but at the end of 
1882 there was $1,727,742 due and unpaid. 
This will use up considerably more than 
half the amount “‘ applicable to dividends” 
now on hand. There will doubtless be a 
settlement of this old score next Winter. 


Gov. RoBInson, of Massachusetts, made 
as good a defense of Mr. BLaIng as he 
could on Tuesday evening. He had the 
courage to tell his audience to read all the 
new Blaine letters, but he did not tell 
them that these could not be found “in 
full” in the Blaine organs. He paid some 
attention to the Little Rock Bank matter, 
and gave his own opinion (not very clear- 
ly, however,) that Mr. BLAINE did only 
what every member of Congress is glad 
to do. If this were literally true, 
it is the strongest possible argument 
in favor of keeping men with such a 
standard of morals out of Congress as well 
as out of the Presidency. But it is not 
true. There are not many Congressmen 
who think it perfectly right to use their 
“power” to get “favoritism” from the 
Treasury Department. Mr. ROBINSON 
himself would not do it. He would not 
try to excuse it in Mr. Buamve if the 
latter were not a candidate for President. 
That he does so now shows how demoral- 
jzing BLAINE’s nomination is.

The city has been let out of, and the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company 
taken into, the suit which has been brought 
to prevent the construction of a railroad 
in Broadway without a public sale of the 
franchise. Notwithstanding Judge Dono- 
HUE’S accommodating disposition in the 
matter of injunctions, it is hard to 
see how the Aldermen, individually or 
collectively, can be restrained from 
exercising the power which is_ spe- 
cifically vested in them by the General 
Railroad act. Their illegal method of at- 
tempting its exercise may be brought to 
naught, and it is possible that they may 
be induced to act more in the interest of 
the city hereafter, but they certainly have 
the legal right to exercise the power con- 
ferred upon them. But nothing less than 
a persistent determination to defy ‘the 
public and get their reward from a cor- 
poration can explain their desire to give 
away a franchise for which the late Mr. 
STEWART offered $2,000,000, and which 
might bring that now under fair compe- 
tition. 





The demand for along bond at a low rate 
of interest is evidently not so strong as it 
was. The dock bonds of New-York City 
bear interest at 3 per cent., run for thirty 
years, and are exempt from local taxation, 
and Controller GRan@ has recently adver- 
tised for bids for them, to be opened yes- 
terday. Not a bid was received. The 
Controller is safe in saying under the cir- 
cumstances that “perhaps the money 
market is stiffening.” 


There is a queer theory about the letter 
BLAINE wanted FIsHER to sign, which 
Gov. Roprnson, like other defenders of 
BLAINE, puts out. It is that if the letter 
had not been ‘‘ true” BLAINE would not 
have asked FISHER to sign it, would not 
have said that it was ‘ true,” but would 
have written: ‘‘ This letter, to which I 
want you to put your name, is a tissue 
of lies and you know it.” That is the 
oddest explanation that could be offered. 
Even from one rascal to another it would 
be too cynical to be possible. But BLAINE’s 
letter was written to an honest man; it 
was to reach him in the ‘‘ evening.” Of 
the inclosure BLAINE, writes ‘‘ if possible 
I pray you to get it in the 9 o'clock 
mail. Monday evening.” BLAINE hoped 
that in the hurry he “ prayed” 
for Mr. FiIsHER would accept his 
assurance that the letter: was strict- 
ly true and -honorable to both of 
them. Mr. FISHER was not caught by 
the trick. He evidently took time to read 
what he was ‘‘prayed” to sign in such 
hot haste, and he did not sign it. BLAINE 
foresaw that this might occur, and so he 
wrote, ‘‘ This letter is strictly confidential. 
Do not show it to any one.” And he 
added in a postscript, ‘‘ Burn this letter.” 
Why, if it was ‘strictly true” and 
‘* strictly honorable” ? 


An abatement of the cholera in Naples 
which still leaves the daily record of the 
victims of the scourge at 265 deaths and 
463 new cases can be called encoura- 
ging only by comparison with the re- 
ports of last week. The condition of 
the city is still appalling, and its 
inhabitants, while waiting for the waning 
of the disease, have not much to cheer 
them save the heroism of their King and 
the examples of a few such brave men as 
the poet CaVALOTTI who have devoted 
themselves to the perilous work of caring 
for the sick and suffering. 


HOW WE SHALL .GET REFORM. 


* ‘The Republicans who refuse to support 
Mr. BLarne because he represents all that 
is most corrupting and destructive in the 
present tendencies of American politics 
are fortunate in having an opposing can- 
didate to vote for who represents the 
strongest and healthiest of the forces that 
will check and drive out corruption. 
With reference to the reform of our po- 
litical life and its elevation toa higher 
plane the country has much to hope 
for from the election of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND. It is not alone that’ he has 
proved himself to be possessed of the 
sterling and sensitive personal honesty 
which is the essential condition of a useful 
public career, nor even that he adds to 
this the firmness of will and the sustained 
energy needed to give effect to the best 
intentions. . It is that he believes sincerely 
and strongly in the vital principle of 
political reform, that he has repeatedly 
shown that he thoroughly understands it, 
and that he has the intelligence to apply 
it to circumstances as they arise. 

The demoralization of public life in the 
United States has many roots, but none 
strikes deeper or feeds the evil more 
abundantly than the idea of public office 
as a source of private or party gain in- 
stead of a business trust to be adminis- 
tered in the interest of the public. It is 
from this idea has sprung the vicious 
notion that the offices of Government are 
the rightful spoils of the victorious party; 
that a canvass is chiefly a struggle for 
those spoils, and those who are most 
active or most successful in it are en- 
titled to the largest share. This notion 
was terribly fixed in the public mind, and 
particularly in the minds of the Repub- 
lican Party, in the long series of contests 
growing out of the war, when party 
fealty and patriotism came to seem (and 
often were) the same thing, one as binding 
in obligation; as the other. The habit of 
party loyalty then acquired was stimu- 
lated, encouraged, preached by politicians 
who grossly abused it. It is now the only 
resource of the Blaine schoo! of politicians, 
who seek to inculcate party loyalty only 
to abuse it, and who have betrayed every 
principle of honest Republicanism. They 


represent to-day the idea of the spoils sys- 
tem in its grossest and most mischievous 
form. 

Were Mr. BuaINne, by the wrath of an 
offended Providence, permitted to be 
elected President of the United States, he 
would bring to the administration of that 
office, and especially to his management 
of the civil service, full sympathy with 
the worst evils that afflict it. He could 
not, if he would, reform it, for he would 
ie bound to recognize the claims of the 
horde of office seekers and jobbers who 
alone are actively working for him. He 
would not if he could, for his whole pub- 
lic career shows that he thoroughly be- 
lieves in the idea of using public position 
for private advancement. Whatever re- 
spect he might show for the civil service 
law in its present limited scope, *he 
country could not expect him to use the 
powers conferred by it on the President to 
extend its scope at discretion. 

On the other hand, Mr. CLEVELAND 
would find in the office of President, and 
particularly in the powers with which 
the reform law clothes the President, the 
opportunity to carry out the principle of 
public position as a public trust to which 
he has shown himself constantly faithful. 
While Mr. Buarnz, from his own guilty 
complications, would be helpless to clean 
the service of the corruption which his 
most ardent supporters, like ELKINS and 
DorsEy, represent, Mr, CLEVELAND would 
have the strongest possible motive for 
entering actively and firmly on the work of 
purification, And, what is of the highest 
importance, in the changes necessary to 
be made the country could trust him to 
apply to his appointments the standard of 
impartial fitness, In this regard he is the 
one candidate whom the Democratic Party 
could have presented who could be relied 
on to enforce successfully the spirit of the 
civil service reform. Nor will he lack in 
this the support, always so valuable, of 
an intelligent and earnest public opinion 
among those who sustained him at the 
polls. He will enter on his office, as 
he did on that of Governor, with the full 
consciousness that he owes his election 
to the independent vote of the country, 
given to him for the express purpose of 
securing reform. Backed by this power- 
ful sentiment, and unyielding as he has 
proved himself to be in his own convic- 
tions, any partisan pressure brought to 
bear upon him could be, and would be, 
successfully resisted. We are told that 
he lacks experience. But his experience 
as Mayor of Buffalo was enough, with his 
strong and clear sense of duty, to make 
him the best Governor New-York has 
had in this generation. His experience 
as Governor, with his own intelli- 
gence, integrity, and energy, is quite suffi- 
cient to enable him to meet in the Presi- 
dency the high expectations entertained 
by his followers. The searching discus- 
sion that has followed his nomination 
confirms usin the judgment we formed 
before it, that he can be relied on to do 
for reform what the country needs and 
what Mr. BLAINE neither would nor could 
do, “and that he can be trusted, thank 
Heaven, never to do what BLAINE would 
be sure to do.

THE SHAMEFUL LETTERS. 

** Nobody can read in a judicial spirit 
tho Mulligan letters and say that BLAINE 
is a proper person to be President of these 
United States,” wrote Congressman Ly- 
MAN, an independent Republican, a few 
days ago, in an excellent letter addressed 
to prominent voters of the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts District who had asked him to be 
a candidate for re-election, That was 
true at that time, before WARREN FISHER 
and JAMES MULLIGAN had given to the 
country the additional letters which have 
since been published. It is most emphat- 
ically true now. 

It is the duty of every voter to read 
these letters, in which the proof so plainly 
appears, furnished by BLAINE’s own hand, 
that he regarded public office, not as a 
sacred trust to be held and administered 
honestly for the benefit of the people, but 
as something to be used for his own pe- 
cuniary advantage and for the pecuniary 
advantage of those who were willing to 
use him and his influence. If voters will 
read them dispassionately and judicially 
they can reach but one conclusion about 
the character of this man. No honest 
man should allow partisan feeling to pre- 
vent him from making a careful examina- 
tion of this shameful record. No man 
who desires to be true to himself and to 
his fellow-men in the coming election 
should allow himself to scoff at these let- 
ters or to pass judgment upon them with- 
out first having become acquainted with 
their contents. 

In 1876 a Congressional committee made 
an investigation concerning the star 
route mail service. Many witnesses were 
examined, and the testimony was printed 
inalarge volume. That volume contained 
abundant proof of corruption and whole- 
sale robbery. The committee had secured 
a great amount of evidence relating to 
frauds in the star service by which great 
sums ‘of money had been stolen. But 
when the investigation was begun in 
1881 very few persons recalled the re- 
sults of the investigation of 1876. The 
first of these investigations had attracted 
very little attention outside of the com- 
mittee room. Thousands of honest Re- 
publicans had never heard of it, and others 
who had known that a committee was en- 
gaged in such an inquiry regarded the 
work as a Democratic raid upon a Re- 
publican Administration, and refused to 
give any weight to the evidence that was 
presented. 

If the honest Republicans of the coun- 
try had allowed themselves to become ac- 
quainted with the facts disclosed by that 
investigation, and had examined that evi- 
dence judicially, the star route, ring 
would have been broken before the year 
1881, and millions of the people’s money 
would have been saved.- Unfortunately 
they were governed by partisan feeling 
and prejudice. The investigation was of 
very little service, and the evidence— 
disregarded by Republicans who shut 
their eyes to it—was buried in the re- 
cesses of the Congressional document 
rooms. 

Fortunately for the Nation, the letters 
written by BLAINE to WARREN FISHER 
are being read to-day by thousands of hon- 
est men in the Republican Party. They are 
reading them in the West as well as in the 
East, and they understand their meaning. 
The effect of this examination of these 
writings is already seen in the States which 
have been regarded as BLAINE’s strong- 
holds. Even in Kansas there is marked dis- 
affection in Republican ranks. Our cor- 
respondent, writing from Lawrence, de- 
clares that BLAINE “‘is seldom referred to 
there except by way of apology for the 
offenses against honesty and decency with 
which he is charged as a public man.” 
Some will not vote for him, and others 
will vote “‘for the party,” having no re- 
spect for its candidate. 

It is the fact, so plainly shown, that 
BLAINE was faithless to the people, and 
that he used the influence of his office as 
a commodity to be handled secretly for 
his own pecuniary benefit and the benefit 
of a few men who were willing to use 
him, that is depriving him of the support 
of honest Americans. 


INTERVENTION IN CHINA. 

If France had only China to deal with 
it may be that she could carry out what 
seems to be her purpose in the aggressive 
operations in the East. That purpose 
itself has been somewhat enigmatical, but 
it is evidently something more than the 
punishment of an alleged breach of faith 
on the part of the Chinese Government. 
It has been thus far pursued on what ap- 
pears to be a series of pretexts. There 
has been a restless ambition on the part of 
France to acquire possessions worth hav- 
ing in the East. This was shown in ex- 
tending her dominion over Tunis and 
making an unprovoked attack on Mada- 
gascar. The same spirit was displayed, 
whatever the pretext may have been for 
the action, in occupying Tonquin. There 
was an evident desire to draw China into 
a conflict which would result in far more 
substantial acquisitions. If in addition to 
the French possessions in Cochin China 
the rest of that domain could be secured, 
together with Anam, Tonquin, Cambodia, 
Siam, and Hainan—in short,the whole 
territory known as Indo-China, except 
what is already under European control, 
France would have an Asiatic empire of 
substantial value. It would afford large 
opportunities for French military and civil 
functionaries and for the making of rapid 
fortunes by organizing industries and 
trade. 

The population of this region is far 
from warlike and would not of itself 
make any very vigorous resistance. 
France, as has already been shown, would 
have no great difficulty in overcoming its 
present defenses, but in order to secure 
possession of it she has the whole Chinese 
Empire to contend with. There are two 
immediate difficulties in her way, China 
does not appear disposed to give up its 


fc 


southern dominions without a contest 
that would be costly, and the people 
of France show little disposition to sup- 
port the Government in an expensive 
war. It may have been thought that 
China could be bullied from point to point, 
and by means of increasing demands for 
indemnity finally brought to yield in the 
way of territory what sho would not con- 
cede in any other form. But the spirit of 
resistance seems to grow with provocation 
at Pekin, and, though the French might 
be able to deal with the forces sent down 
to the sea coast for its protection, there is 
no prospect that it could dictate exorbitant 
terms of peace except by a successful ex- 
pedition against the Chinese capital itself. 
That would be a serious undertaking, and 
would involve the sending of a large force 
from France and an enormous expenditure 
of money which the country is hardly pre- 
pared for. If M. Ferry had in view this 
grave alternative he is likely to find that 
the Chambers, representing the people of 
France, will not sustain him in adopting 
it. Without it there is little prospect of 
gaining anything worth all this prelimi- 
nary bluster. 

But there is another obstacle still more 
serious than the obstinate resistance of 
the authorities at Pekin and the reluctance 
of the French people to enter upon a 
costly war which will deplete their mili- 
tary strength at home, and that is 
the interests of other European na- 
tions in the South of China. Already 
the desultory operations, which do 
not amount to an actual war, have 
interfered seriously with trade in which 
England, Germany, and even the United 
States have a considerable interest. At 
Shanghai the people have been holding 
mass meetings, and the Chamber of Com- 
merce has made an appeal for interven- 
tion by ‘‘the treaty powers collectively,” 
with a view to bringing about “such a 
settlement of the quarrel as will satisfy 
the honor of both countries.” It is not 
the honor of France that has been 
seeking satisfaction thus far; but in 
view of the difficulties with which she is 
confronted both in China and at home, it 
may be that an intervention by the com- 
mercial nations would induce her to con- 
sider the getting out of the complication 
as a question of honor. It would in effect 
be a failure of her ambitious designs, but 
diplomatic skill might put some other 
aspect upon it. She would at all events 
get decently out of a bad scrape, and we 
are not certain but the proposed interven- 
tion would be gladly welcomed by the 
French Government. 


BUTTONS. 

A very important scientific discussion 
concerning the buttoning of female dresses 
is just now occupying the more thought- 
ful of the London weekly papers. Some 
close observer—who is believed to be 
Prof. HUXLEY—has discovered that women 
universally button their clothing on the 
left instead of the right side. That is to 
say, the buttons on any given article of 
female dress are on the left side and the 
buttonholes on the right side. The oppo- 
site is true as to all articles of male ap- 
parel, and scientific persons are now ear- 
nestly endeavoring to ascertain why this 
difference between the sexes exists. 

The opinion is freely expressed that the 
habit of buttoning clothing on the left 
side isan evidence of mental weakness. 
Strength of mind, according to those who 
hold this opinion, is never displayed by 
left-handed persons, and it is assumed 
that the person who buttons adress on the 
left side is, of course, more or less left- 
handed. Man, being stronger than wom- 
an, naturally buttons things with his right 
hand, while woman, being the weaker 
vessel, buttons her clothing with the left 
hand. 


The trouble with this ingenious theory 
is that it is not true. Although women’s 
dresses are invariably buttoned on the left 
side, they are not buttoned with the left 
hand, and women are very seldom left- 
handed. It is said, by experts, that in 
buttoning a dress a woman uses both 
hands; holding the button side with the 
left hand and fastening the buttons with 
the right. Nevertheless, not an English 
scientific person has thought it worth 
while to ask if women fasten their but- 
tons with the left hand; and columns of 
able arguments have been written, all of 
which are based upon the unwarranted 
assumption that women are left-handed. 

A key to the solution of the problem 
was furnished some time ago by an En- 
glishman, who wrote that dresses were 
buttoned on the left side because dress- 
makers made them to be so buttoned. 
This ought to have suggested the theory 
that to make dresses button on the left 
side is a hereditary custom, handed down 
from one dressmaker to another, and that 
the origin must be sought for in the days 
when dressmakers first began to make 
dresses that are fastened in front. No 
one, however, has done this, perhaps be- 
cause it is easier to invent theories than it 
is to make laborious investigations. 

Prior to the Reformation dresses were 
fastened at the back, and one of the 
grandest results of that memorable insur- 
rection against ignorance and superstition 
was the emancipation of women from 
dresses ‘‘ hooked up behind.” It was 
LUTHER who took the bold ground that 
woman, so long as she had to have some 
one assist her in fastening her dress, was 
nota free person, and that in order to 
develop her noblest qualities she must 
be permitted to fasten her dress in 
front, and thus dispense with assistance 
when putting on her clothes. CaLvin dif- 
fered from LUTHER in this matter and 
maintained that dresses fastening in front 
were not authorized by Scripture and were 
therefore wrong. MELANCHTHON tried to 
steer a middle course, and naturally 
gained nothing by it, LurHER upbraiding 
him for his want of courage, while CALVIN 
charged him with heresy. The final result 
of the very hot discussion of the matter 
between the great leaders of the Reforma- 
tion was that each one clung to his origi- 
nal position and that, with the exception of 
the immediate followers of CALVIN, the 
women of the Reformed faith accepted 
the doctrine of LUTHER and began to wear 
dresses fastening in front. 

So strong is the force of tradition among 


women that the dress fastening behind did 
not entirely disappear until within the 
last quarter of a century, Men are now 
living who remember having seen dresses 
fastening behind, and there are women 
who still speak of the trouble and vexa- 
tion which such dresses involved. Hooks 
and eyes held their place with still greater 
tenacity than dresses opening behind, and 
for some purposes they are still used by 
dressmakers. 

Now, it is evident that hooks and eyes 
can be used with ease only when the hook 
is held in the left hand and the eye in the 
right. The hook merely requires to be 
held perfectly still while the eye is passed 
over it. This is the reason why, when 
dresses were fastened with hooks and 
eyes, the eyes were always placed on the 
right side of the dress and the hooks on 
the left side. After the Reformation, 
when dresses fastening in front began to 
be used, they were still fastened with 
hooks and eyes, and of course the eyes 
were placed on the right side. No dress- 
maker ever thought of deviating from 
this custom, and it is safe to say that no 
woman would have had the patience to 
wear a dress hooking on the right side, 

When buttons began to take the place 
of hooks and eyes it was natural that 
dressmakers should place the buttonholes 
on the side where the eyes had formerly 
been placed. Dressmakers, being women, 
knew nothing by experience of the nature 
of buttons, and supposed that it was 
necessary to handle them precisely as 
hooks were handled. 

We have thus a clear and trustworthy 
explanation of the origin of the custom of 
buttoning dresses on the left side. Any 
British scientific person willing to incur 
the labor of a little original investigation 
could have solved the problem, for it is 
not one which presents any real difficulty, 
but, as has been already said, it is easier to 
invent theories than it is to study facts,

NORTH CAROLINA’S EXPOSITION, 
—_——_——__— 
THE COMING EXHIBIT OF THE RESOURCES 
AND ATTRACTIONS OF THE STATE. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 17.—The arrange- 
ments for the great State Exposition to open 
here Oct. lare complete. Senator Hawley, who 
is a native of this State, will deliver the opening 
address. It is expected that President Arthur 
will participate in the ceremonies, and Senators 
Vance and Ransom have extended a personal in- 
vitation to many prominent public men from 
the North. The exhibition wiil not only be of 
the utmost importance to North Carolina, but it 


will be of great interest to the entire South. It 
will be the only complete exhibition of the 
varied industries of the State ever made. Gov. 
Jarvis has taken a personal active interest in it, 
and 100 counties have subscribed liberally to the 
fund. The building put up for the exhibits is 
the largest ever erected in this State. It is about 
the size and very much the shape of Madison- 
Square Garden, in New-York. 

North Carolina is alittle larger than New-York 
State, yet it has not so large a population as 
New-York City. Nearly one-third of the peo- 
ple settled here are negroes. The surprise and 
general interest at the display of national prod- 
ucts made by this State at the Boston exhibi- 
tion led to the origin of the one to be opened 
next month. The primary object is to call the 
attention of Northern capitalists and immi- 
grants to the vast and varied resources of the 
country, with aview to increasing the popuia- 
tion. The State covers four aistinct geological 
belts, each one with its peculiar climate, soil, 
and products. Along the seaboard the land is 
flat, something similar to Florida, and conteins 
acres of the remarkable phosphate beds which 
have of late been attracting so much attention. 
Five hundred miles inland the mountains reach 
an altitude of 7,000 feet, and acres of hillsides 
which would be practically unfit for anything 
else are covered with tobacco fields. This is the 
largest money interest in the State, and much 
wame will be given to it in the coming exhibi-

MR. BLAINE’S TOUR BEGUN 
eaaliidibettewoes 
HE LEAVES AUGUSTA AND AR- 
RIVES IN BOSTON. 
MINGLED CHEERS AND HISSES GREET HIM 
AT THE HUB—THE INCIDENTS OF HIS 
JOURNEY FROM HOME. 


Boston, Sept. 17.—The Hon. James G. 
Blaine crossed the borders of Massachusetts to- 
day for the first time since his nomination to 
the Presidency. He ieft Augusta this 
afternoon. He arrived in this city a 
few minutes after 10 o'clock and was 
met by Henry Cabot Lodge, Chairman of the City 
Republican Committee; Gov. Robinson's pri- 
vate secretary, and a large crowd. Mr. Blaineand 
Senator Hale, who accompanied him, were es- 
corted to the Revere House. where anotber large 
crowd had gathered. Bowdoin-square in front 
of the hotel blazed with fireworks, and the front 
of the hotel was decorated with strips of 
bunting. As Mr. Blaine entered the hotel 
there were mingled cheers and hisses. He was 
escorted to a parlor, where for several minutes 
he stood shaking hands with acquaint- 
ances and strangers. There was no ef- 
fort at formal introduction.  Lieut.-Gov. 
Ames stood at one side of Mr. Blaine 
and Col. Whipple. Secretary of the State Com- 
mittee, upon the other. There were loud calls 
for Mr. Biaine in the square outside the hotel, 
and he went out upon the balcony of the hotel. 
Again there were cheers and hisses. Mr. Blaine 
spoke as follows: 

“I thank you, gentlemen, for your old-fash- 
foned Boston welcome. [Applause.] I do 
not come to your city as a stranger, but 


I feel that I am among good friends and 
true friends. [Applause.] I have known your 
city intimately for 30 years. I have watched its 
progress with deep personal interest, and when- 
ever it fell within my power have in a 
humble way contributed thereto. [Applause.] 
Boston _ is to all New-England the 
centre of interest, as much in my own State as 
in yours, and there is no city within the limits of 
the Union where a popuiar welcome would 
be more grateful! than it is to me 
coming from the citizensof Boston. (Applause. ] 
Thanking you with allfmy heart for the good- 
will and good cheer with which you have re- 
ceived me, I bid you good evening.” [ Applause.] 

Returning to the parlor the handshaking 
Was resumed and lasted for several minutes. 
Then there were calis for Mr. Blaine 
in the corridor of the hote), where many persons 
were gathered, and, going out into the hall, he 
spoke as follows: 

“If it were possible to make my way aeeouge 
your ranks, my friends, I would e 
very glad to come down and_ée shake 
hands with every one; but that looks like an 
impenetrable phalanx, [Cries of ‘Come down,’} 
and you must take the will torthe deed. Your 
warm greeting, therefore, I can butin this way 
acknowledge.” {|Applause.]

At Portsmouth 
a crowd gathered about the car, called for 
Mr. Blaine, and followed him to the dining sa- 
loon. where he took luncheon. No remarks 
or introductions occurred here. At New- 
buryport fully 1,000 persons had gathered, 
but no stop was made, and a faint shout 
was all that could be beard of the intended wel- 
come. At Ipswich asmali crowd had gathered, 
and the instant the train stopped the sta- 
tion agent entered and _ escorted Mr. 
Blaine to the platform, where he was 
introduced as “the next President of the United 
States.” Introductions followed, Mr. Blaine 
simply sayin in response to salutations: 
4 am gla to meet you.” At Salem 
Mr. Blaine was called upon for a speech, but 
the cheering had lasted so long _ that 
there was time only for a word. of 
thanks for the cordiul reception. Several 
gentlemen from Lynn _ boarded the train 
at Salem and accompanied Mr, Blaine to Boston. 
Secretary Whitcomb, of the Boston Ward and 
City Committee,met Mr. Blainejand escorted 
him to the city. The scene at Lynn 
was a_ repetition of that at Salem. By 
the time the train arrived fully 3,000 persons 
were in the vicinity of the station. Mr. Blaine 
was called for, and his appearance was a 
signal for cheers. Mr. Blaine thanked them 
sincerely for their greeting. As the train left 
the station a salute from a battery was fired. At 
Someville Mr. Blaine opened the window, and 
from there shook hands with those without. 
The train reached the Eastern station in this 
city at about 10:30. 

Mr. Blaine will leave Boston at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow and go to Worcester, where he will visit 
the State fair. He will leave Worcester for New- 
York at 5:35 P. M., arriving at the Grand Central 
Station at 10:30.

MR. HENDRICKS’S ESCAPE. 


IN A RAILROAD COLLISION WHERE MANY 
PERSONS WERE INJURED. 

CxicaGco, Sept. 17.—About 4 o’clock this 
morning a passenger train on the Indianap- 
olis, Bloomington and Western Railroad 
was thrown from the track by a 
broken rail about a mile and a_ half 
from Farmers’ City, Ill. Two coaches and a 
baggage car were totally demolished, and the 
passengers were hurled from the cars 
into a gutter or against an embankment, 
but fortunately nobody was killed. This is 


regarded as almost a miracle,as passengers and 
shattered timber were piled in a confused 
heap. About 2% or 30 persons were in- 
qared, and those severely wounded were 
Mrs. Williams, Mechanicsburg, Ohio, hip broken; 
Mrs. Sceava, Texas, Ohio, badly bruised about 
the head and limbs; Jennie Waidlish, Co- 
lumbus City, Ind., injuries in the head; 
Mrs. Albert Cheney, Mechanicsburg, Ohio, 
badly _ bruised and internal injuries; 
J.8. Falls, Pittsburg, Penn., collar bone and ribs 
broken and chest injured, wounds likely to prove 
fatal: John W. Wright, Springfield, Ohio, 
nose crushed and skull fractured; Mrs. Weli- 
sha, Shelbyville, Ind., head severely in- 
jured. Her daughter met with similar 
wounds, which may prove fatal. The Hon. 
Thomas A. Hendricks was on the train on his 
way to Peoria, lil., but he escaped without the 
slightest injury. A man sitting in the same seat 
with him was severely, and probably fatally, 
injured. The accident created much excitement. 


A SOLDIER'S REMAINS EXHUMED. 


THE BONES OF GEN. HELM REMOVED FROM 
ATLANTA TO ELIZABETHTOWN, KY. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 17.—John Helm, 
brother of the late Gen. Helm: his nephew, Helm 
Bruce,and Thomas G. Hayes, his brother-in- 
law, went to Oak Hill Cemetery this morn- 
ing accompaniea by friends to have the 
General’s remains exhumed. The _ earth 


was quickly removed from’ the grave, 
and when the resting-place of the 
body was reached the wonderful changes of 
21 years were revealed. Gen. Helm was mortally 
wounded at Chickamauga, Sept. 19, 1563. He 
died that night at Ringgold. His remains were 
sent to Atlanta and buried the following 
Sunday. Inside a wooden coffin was placed 
a box of heavy tin, which surrounded the body, 
being the best protection which could then be 
rocured. Of this cin box there was noth- 
ng left. Rotten fragments of the wood- 
en coffin remained. Little was left of 
the body which was laid away so long 
ago. The skull was perfect, but the 
spine was gone, and there were no ribs. A few 
bones of the arms, legs and thighs were partially 
preserved. In the dust were found brass but- 
tons from the General’s uniform. The roots 
of an oak which grew near the grave had 
penetrated the coffin, and this is supposed 
to have made the dissolution so complete. The 
remains were taken up and the casket conveyed 
to the sexton’s house. 
_ 1 o’clock the Gate City Guard and the 
xovernor’s Horse Guard formed a _ pro- 
cession, and to solemn munsic proceeded 
to the cemetery to pay military honors 
to the soldier's remains. Services were held 
by the Rev. Dr. McDonald. At the eonclusion 
of Dr. McDonald’s remarks the casket was re- 
moved to the passenger station, and it was 
placed on the Western and Atlantic train and 
taken away under charge of Mr. Helm, 
Mr. Hayes, and Mr. Bruce. Their destination 
is Elizabethtown, Ky., where they will 
arrive to-morrow morning. It is the ancient 
home of Gen. Helm. The Legislature not long 
ago expressed its gratitude to the memory of 
John Helm, father of Gen. Helm, by decreeing 
him a monument which should cost $20,000. It 
is to commemorate the services of one who was 
twice Governor of the State, first President of 
its greatest railroad, and prominent for many 
years in its political and industrial affairs. Fri- 
day the statue will be unveiled. The survivors 
of the First Kentucky Bridgade, the General's 
old command, will have a reunion there and 
will receive the remains. After receiving mili- 
tary honors the remains will be interred perma- 


nently.

JANAUSCHEK. 

Mme. Janauschek is unquestionably one 
of the few really great dramatic! artists} of her 
time. She has passed her prime, alas! but she 
still retains the power to sway her audiences at 
will. There has been no seeming abatement of 
her physical force, while her wonderful gift 
of impersonation ‘has not deteriorated, and 
she has not lost her command of the ro- 
sources of the stage. Such a woman deserves 
the respect of playgoers, and that she holds the 
respect of those in New-York was shown by the 
temper in whick the large audience in tine Four- 
teenth-Strect Theatro last evening listened to the 
performance of the play chosen by this distin- 
guished actress as the medium for her reappear- 
ance. Janauschek’s fame in America has been 
gainea in a comparatively limited repertory, 
not, however, because she Jacks versatility. 


For a number of reasons there are few dramatic 
works appealing to the oo of modern 
audiences in which she has found it expedient 
toact. Mary Stuart, Deborah, and Lady Mac- 
beth have been her most congenial characters. 
She has in past years made various at- 
tempts to freshen her repertory with 
both new plays and translations of old 
ones; but she has not succeeded in tary | with 
any of thema lasting impression or in effacing 
the memory of ber matchless wreor in 
the more familiar works. One of these pieces, 
a crude dramatization of * Bleak House,”’ was 
for a long time conspicuous in Mme. Janau- 
schek’s list of plays. not for any intrinsic merit 
of its own, but because of the opportunpty it af- 
forded the actress to display her versatility in the 
contrasted characters of Lady Dedlock and the 
French maid. It was, perha to furnish the 
lady with another piece giving ber a similar 
opportunity that “My Life’ was written. The 
author of this precious addition to dramatic 
literature is Mr. Henry Meredith, who is also an 
actor. We do not remember seeing Mr. 
Meredith act; but he had better stick to acting. 
Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth,‘in her halcyon days, 
never invented anything like the story of “ My 
Life,” and Mr. Syivanus Cobb, Jr., would have 
strong grounds for a libel suit were’he accused of 
the authorship of this play. Itis doubtful if 
any one who was present last evening could give 
this morning an _ intelligent account of 
the plot of the intricate marvel. A young and 
very nobie Baronet who marries a French 
singer and thereafter marries an English heiress 
while the singer still lives, is one of the principal 
characters, and a fat ana vulgar American, 
whose existence is a mystery and whose relation 
to the other characters is incomprehensible, is 
another. There isa French convict who speaks 
English fluently, and an English gentleman who 
does not speak it fluently and who seems to 
be in training for a _ convict’s career. 
There is a vast amount of pointless talk, 
beginning with nothing and ending with noth- 
ing, and there are a suppressed letter and a 
bundle of stolen documents to further confuse 
people—but with it all there is Janauschek. It is 
useless to dwell upon the art which this noble 
actress wasted upon the trivial production under 
notice. She had what the playbill termeda 
“triple role.” At first as a grisette named 
Mico she rescued a babe from a burning 
building; after a supposed lapse of many years 
she was seen again as a blind woman, made blind 
by the fury of the flames, guarding and serving 
the child she rescued, now a woman and an 
heiress. This character, which was invested with 
deep pathos, and at times with strong emotion, 
was contrasted by the actress with that of a 
vulgar French singer, one Circe Encore, a 
woman devoid of a trace of true womanhood, 
a flippant, careless creature, but withal crafty 
and dangerous. Janauschek’s art was sufficient 
to keep the large audience seated until nearly 
midnight, but there was nothing else in the 
play ene: A of consideration, and the acting of 
the other characters was scarcely passable.

ANNUAL “ CONVENTION OF THE STATE 
LIQUOR DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 17.—The annual 
convention of the State Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion met in the Wieting Opera House at noon to- 
day. Counting the local branch of the associa- 
tion with the visitors, about 350 persons were in 
attendance. Every Assembly district in New- 


York City was represented. A street parade, 
heaaed by a full brass band, occupied this morn- 
ing. The following resolution was presented by 
Morris Baumel, of the Twenty-first Assembly

The resolution was tabled by an almost unani- 
mous vote. Afterappointing the usual stand- 
ing committees a recess was taken until 4 
o’clock. At that hour the convention passed 
resolutions reaffirming the latform and 
principles} adopted in the city of Utica 
March 15, 1880, and determining to con- 
tinue to struggle until the receive 
their rights guaranteed to all law-abiding 
citizens by the Constitution of the 
State and the United States. They appealed to 
the common sense of all liberty-loving people of 
the State to aid in obtaining and maintaining 
their rights against encroachments and opposi- 
tion of the meddlesome bigots who continually 
interfere in the discharge of their business, and 
called upon all respectable citizens to aid in 
securing the passage of a fair, Just, and hon- 
orable excise jaw, as the one passed in 1857 is not 
at all in keeping with the progress of the times 
The biil drafted by the City and County of Al- 
bany Association, known as a bill for the modi- 
fication of the Civil Damages act, presented to 
the Legislature of 1883 through the ef- 
forts of the above-named association, and 
read twice, and lost by only two votes, 
was endorsed. The resolutions then said that 
it had been decided not to affiliate the associa- 
tion with any political party, and it was decided 
tosendacircular to each candidate for any po- 
litical office asking his views on the question, and 
if he did not favor liquor dealers he was to be 
voted against.

UNION PACIFIC FINANCES

ENCOURAGING REPORT OF AN UN. 
FAVORABLE PERIOD. 
THE RETURNS FOR THE YEAR ENDING ON 
JUNE 30—PRESIDENT ADAMS’S REPORT 
ON OTHER MATTERS, 

Boston, Sept. 17.—At the quarterly 
meeting of the Directors of the Union Pacific 
Railroad this afternoon President Adams pre- 
sented a report: Following is ajsummary: “In 
view of many unauthorized statements,” it be- 
gins, “ which nave been put forth, both publicly 
ana privately, in regard to the financial outcome 
of the operations of the Union Pacific system 
during the past year, it seems advisable at this 
time to submit something authentic to the Di- 
rectors and through them to tho stockholders. 
I have accordingly caused the following state- 
ment for the year ending June 30 last to be pre- 


pared: 

“*The period covered !ncludes the last half of the 
company’s fiscal year, 1853, and the first half of 1884. 
This period was one of general railroad depression—a 
depression more especially felt by the Union Pacific 
system, owing to the construction of competing roads 
and the prevalence of a war of rates. The in- 
fluence of this new construction and of the 
complications which grew out of it has 
not yet ceased to be felt. The 12 months 
in question covered, therefore, as unfavorable a period 
as the Union Pacific system is likely to pass through. 
It will nevertheless be observed that during this most 
exceptional period, after paying every fixed charge, in- 
cluding the haw ean of the company’s sinking 
funds and all liabilities to the Government, the surplus 
income of the system applicable to dividends amounted 
to 5.22 per cent. upon the company’s capital stock. 

“* Karnings, (excluding St. Joseph and Western,) 

26,957,484 57; expenses, (excluding St. Joseph and 

Yestern,) $15,682,701 72; taxes, (excluding St. Joseph 
and Western,) $822,552 46; surpiusearnings, entire sys- 
tem, $10,452,230 31; income from investments outside 
the system, $619,617; expenditures, $7.276,218 79; de- 
ducted from the surplus earnings and income this 
leaves $3,795,628 60; deduct United states require- 
ments and add theamount received from the Trustees 
under the Kansas Pacific consolidated mortgage on in- 
terest account and a balance of $3,179,704 ¥7 applicable to 
dividends, remains. The fixed charges of the Union 
Pacific system, including an_estimated allowance for 
Texas and payments tothe United States under the 
provisions of the “ Thurman act,” amount to $793,0U0 
per month. During July, therefore, (the latest for 
which returns have been received,) the net income of 
the company over and ubove all fixed charges was at 
the rate of more than 12 per cent. per annum on the 
company's capital stock. It is proper to add that the 
earnings of the Summer months are always much 
larger than those of the Winter. Those of the second 
half of the year are generally about 20 per cent. more 
than those of the first half. 

The Oregon Short Line, the report says, will 
be completed to Hnntington, the agreed point 
of connection with the Oregon Railway and 


Navigation Company's road, by Oct. 15. By 
Nov. laconnection will be effected. There is 
every reason to believe that this will immediate- 
ly result in a jarge increase of traflic for 
both the Oregon Short Line and _ the 
Union Pacific. The latter will thus be re- 
lieved of a heavy financial burden which 
it has been forced to carry much longer 
than was anticipated. The land sales have been 
larger than ever before, and, deducting cancel- 
lations, amounted to 4,819,400 acres, for which 
15,273,486 was received. President Adams thinks 
hat the expenditures on account of the Nevada 
Central Railroad should be stopped. If such 
payments were defaulted no injury could occur 
to the Union Pacific beyond the possible loss of 
a property which is of no apparent service to it. 
The resignation of the Second Vice-President 
and General Manager, 8. H. H. Clark, and its ac- 
ceptance by the Executive Committee is finally 
touched upon with the recommendation that 
Mr. Clark be employed in some less onerous 


position.

TRYING TO ARRANGE A POOL. 
A SLIGHT CONCESSION MADE BY THE BUR- 
LINGTON ROAD. 

Curicaco, Sept. 17.—The Western Rail- 
way Conference held another session to-day, 
lasting all the morning, but is making very 
slight headway. The contest is still over the 
method of pooling the Nebraska business. At 
to-day’s session the resolution was again offered 
to pool the Nebraska business and leave the mat- 
ter of percentage to arbitrators to be here- 
after appointed. To this proposition an 
amendment was offered by the rep- 
resentative of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Road to the effect that the question 
of the local business of the Union Pacific Road 
should also be left for the decision of the arbi- 
trators, they to determine whether it should not 


be given to the oe roadsexclusively. This 
was defeated, the Burlingt- n and Northwestern 
Roads = the negative. The representa- 
tive of the Burlington Rvuad then moved that 
all Southwestern and trans-Missouri pools be ab- 
rogated and abolished from this date. This was 
likewise defeated. Atl1o’clock the conference 
adjourned until 2:80 this afternoon, with no 
propositions of any kind before it. 

The entire afternoon session was again taken 
up with the vexed question of the proper appor- 
tionment of the Nebraska business without 
reaching a result. The motion was then re- 
newed to form pools on California business, one 

oolto be composed of the roads east of the 

issouri River, and the other of the roads west 
of the Missouri River. This was agreed to 
unanimously, which was a concession on the 
part of the Burlington, which had 
once refused to consent to the formation 
of any pool until the Nebraska question 
was finally disposed of. The meeting 
then adjourned until to-morrow morning, when 
an effort will be made to decide upon percent- 
ages. It was agreed in case the lines could not 
agree upona proper apportionment the entire 
question should be referred to Joseph F. Tucker 
as urbitrator, whose finding was to be binding. 

‘The pool is to continue three months, after 
which time any road may withdraw and abro- 
wr the agreement by giving 30 days’ notice. It 
S merely in the nature of an _ experi- 
ment. Mr. Hoxie, of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, voted in favor of the _ resolution 
on condition that the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Road would join the agreement. A telegram 
of inquiry was at once sent, but no answer has 
yet been received. It is almost certain, how- 
ever, that it will be favorable. The Transconti- 
nental Association meets to-morrow, and, if 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Road agrves to 
enter, the association will reorganize itself into 
a pool, the percentages, when announced, to 
take effect immediately. Heretofore the or- 
ganization has been a trattic association, not 
a pool. The Utah, Colorado and Nebraska 
business troubles are in worse shape than 
ever. The more they are discussed the further 
apart the roads get. At present there is 
no a of an understanding, and the 
meeting adjourned to-day without tak- 
ing action onthe matters. The managers 
willawait the result of the California agree- 
ment and see how it works. The tripartite peo- 
ple have offered to have the Nebraska and other 
matters settled on the same basis, but the Santa 
Fe, Burlington, and Missouri Pacific Roads are 
opposed to such action.

STARTING A NEW ROAD. 
A LINE PROPOSED FROM PITTSBURG TO 
LAKE ERIE, 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 17.—There wasa 
conference of railroad men and Eastern capital- 
ists at the Monongahela House this afternoon to 
consider a new railroad enterprise. Among the 
gentlemen present were W. W. Reed and Forbes 
Holton, of Erie, Penn. Mr. Reed volunteered 
the information that the conference was held 
for the purpose of considering the propriety 
and feasibility of constructing and oper- 
ating a low grade broad gauge connecting 
line between this city and Lake Erie, the road 


to be called the Ohio and Lake Erie Railroad. 
The proposed line will be constructed on the bed 
of the old Pennsylvania Canal from Greenville 
to Erie. It will be a direct connecting link, over 
the teen oe J and Shenango and Pittsburg and 
Western Railroads, trom Pittsburg to Erie. The 
traffic will conaist largely of coal and Lake Supe- 
rior iron ores. This project has no connection 
whateverfwith the New-Castle and Northern Rail- 


road. 

“ The gentleman,” continued Mr. Reed, ** with 
whom I am associated in this project and my- 
self have been engaged in thoroughly going 
over the ground and investigating the details 
forsome time. During our stay in this city we 
have visited a number of leading iron manu- 
facturers and, after fiaying our plans betore 
them, have shown them what an immense 
saving in freight we propose to effect, 
for their benefit as well as our own, 
in the item of heavy shipments of Lake 
ge ores that are being daily received by the 
mills of this city. The parties now interested in 
this new road possess ample capital to insure its 
ultimate success when once they undertake the 
enterprise, and at present there appears to be 
every prospect that the project will soon assume 
definite shape and proportions. This evening 
the party leaves for Greenville, where another 
investigation will be made, and thence we go to 
New-Castle, Erie, and probably to New-York.” 


SIGNAL AND TIME PROBLEMS. 

Boston, Sept. 17.—At the morning session 
of the Railroad Superintendents’ Convention to- 
day a letter was read from J. E. Ralph, of the 
New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Railroad, 
suggesting some improvements in the matter of 
white light signals. A discusgion followed on 
the points embodied in the letter, especially 


upon the suggestion that ground glass or porce- 
lain should be substituted for the ordinary glass 
now in use. The letter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference with the General 
Time Convention, .which meets in Phil- 
adelphia on Oct. 9%, with instructions to 
report at the next meeting of the association.

TELEGRAPHS ALONG RAILWAYS. 
RAILROAD OFFICERS GIVING THEIR OPINIONS 
TO THE MASSACHUSETTS COMMISSION. 

Boston, Sept. 17.—The Railroad Com- 
missioners gave a hearing yesterday, in accord- 
ance with the resolution of the Legislature of 
1884 instructing them to investigate the subject ot 
the occupation of railroad locations by more 
than one company for the purpose of transmit- 
ting intelligence by electricity, including the 
necessity for and propriety of such occupation, 
the terms and conditions under which the samo 
may be properly and safely permitted, the char- 


acter and nature of the structures to be used, 
and the regulation of their construction, repair, 
maintenance,and operation. The various corpora- 
tions were represented at the hearing as follows: 
Baitimore and Ohio Telegraph Company, by 
Parker C. Chandler, counsel, and WD. H. Bates, 
Vice-President; Old Colony Railroad, by C. F. 
Choate, President; Providence Railroad, b 
William G. Russell, counsel; Boston and Al- 
bany, by Judge Soule, counsel, and J. H. Barnes, 
Superintendent; Boston and Maine, by James 
T. Furber, Superintendent; Fitchburg Rail- 
road, by Gd. A. Torrey, counsel: Eastern Rail- 
road, by Messrs. Olney and Stevens, counsel. 
Mr. Choate, President of the Old Colony, 
thought telegraph poles on a railroad were a 
nuisance, except so far as they were necessary for 
the business of the road. The idea of letting any 
number of telegraph companies ge poles on a 
road and then holding the railroad company re- 
sponsible for accidents was preposterous. Par- 
ker C. Chandler, representing the Baltimore and 
Ohio Teiegraph Company, spoke in advocacy of 
granting rights on railroads to companies other 
than the Western Union. D. H. Bates, Presi- 
dent of the Baltimore and Onio Telegraph 
Company, considered in detail the legal aspects 
of the question. The people, he said, were in 
favor of competition, but all the companies 
were opposed at every step by that gigantic mo- 
nopoly, the Western Union. The telegraph is 
the natural ally of the railroad, and the two 
should be in harmony, for they are both of great 
service tothe people. Mr. Bates said that the 
underground wires in New-York had worked 
fairly well. The obstacles were the ex- 
pense of placing them under ground and 
the liability to obstructions. A_ single 
wire might be worked about a mile, per- 
haps two miles, but muitiplex telegraphy is 
hindered geometrically according to the under- 
ground distance. Mr. Bates was asked what the 
capital of his company was, but declined to 
answer until further advised in the matter, al- 
though the Commissioners decided that the ques- 
tion wasa proper one. He said he could not re- 
member the nominal capital of the various sub- 
companies or amountof stock issued. He would 
put the nominal capital at $5,000,000. that being 
within $5,000,000 at least of what it would be. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The Treasurer of the New-York Central 
Railroad has given notice to the stockholders 
that hereafter no more quarterly notices of divi- 
dends will be sent out. When dividends are 
ready to be paid checks will be sent to stock- 
holders. . 

The Texas Pacific Railroad Company has filed 
an application with the Stock Exchange for the 
listing of $6,500,000 of its new general mortgage 


and terminal bonds, dated Aug. 1, 1884. The 
bonds are now being recorded in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, at Washington. 

Julius Wadsworth, Vice-President of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad, is au- 
thority for the statement that a mortgage of 
$5,000,000 has been recorded to pay for terminal 
improvements in Chicago and Milwaukee. None 
of the bonds has yet been issued, but it is stated 
that some of them may be placed upon the mar- 
ket this year. The new mortgage bears date of 
July 1, 1884, and has 30 years to run, with interest 
at 4 per cent. per annum. 

It is not unlikely that a meeting of the joint 
Executive Committee (passenger department) of 
the trunk lines and their eastern and western 
connections will be cailed in October, to take 
steps looking to the reorganization of the pas- 
senger pool. The figures are being prepared 
from the past showing of business by the differ- 
ent roads upon which to_ base the percentages in 
the division of traffic. The refusal of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad to lower its rates has pre- 
vented general warfare. 

The Directors of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
met yesterday for the purpose of discussing 
matters which are to be brought before the 
annual meeting of the stockholders to-day. 
President Harris presided. The President and 
Secretary stated subsequently that no definite 
action was taken on any point. The annual re- 
port regarding the business and condition of the 
road will be laid before the stockholders to-day. 
The demand of the Oregon and Transcontinental 
Company, to be given representation in the 
Northern Pacific Directory, will form an inter- 
esting feature of the election. 


Boston, Sept. 17.—A new through line 
of Pullman cars between New-York and Boston 
inthe East and Detroit and Chicago and &t. 
Louis in the West will commence running Sept. 
28 over the Fitchburg Railroad and the Hoosac 
Tunnel rourve. The Hoosac Tunnel fast freight 
line wil) continue its independent existence by 
way of the West Shore, Grand Trunk and Wa- 
hash Railroads, while the West Shore fast freight 
line will continue to run to and from Chicago 
by way of the Chicago and Grand Trunk Rail- 
road.. Asa matter of economy, it has been de- 
cided to place these two lines under one nian- 
agement. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 17.—At a meet- 
ing of passenger agents here to-day the Bur- 
lington route of the Council Bluff Road was 
fined $430 for selling five special round trip tick- 
ets to Bismarck, Dakota, below rates.

SCIENCE TO BE SURPRISED. 
MONSTERS SUPPOSED TO BE EXTINCT SAID 
TO DE ALIVE. 

Mr. Charles Reivhe isa gentleman who 
pursues the remarkable business of catching and 
s2lling rare animals and birds. He has been a 
provider for many of the greatest shows on 
earth in this line, and he presides with quiet en- 
Guranve over a store in Chatham-street, where 
tigers, leopards, sea lions, wildcats, baboons, 
and parrots are offered for sale over the counter 
as if they were calico or tape. After many years 
devoted to searching for animals which few 
peopie have seen, Mr. Reiche is overjoyed at 
having found what he believes no one ever be- 
fore saw alive outside of its native haunts. He 
has, he declares, discovered living specimens of an 
auimal popuiarly and scientifically supposed to 
have become extinct in the days when glaciers 
were fashionable. This animal is no other than 


the mammoth, and Mr. Reiche is sure that his 
specimens are correct, because the bigger one is 
5 feet high. These interesting brutes bave been 
shipped hitherward on the steamer Werra, and 
are expected to make their first appearance in 
America on Saturday. 

* The animals are both young,” said Mr. Reiche, 
yesterday. “ They were caught about six months 
azo inthe mountains of the Malay peninsula, 
near Quedah. They are very rare even there, 
and our information in regard to their capture 
is not very large. Our agents took them to Ham- 
burg and have kept their existence a profound 
secret, because we wish to exhibit them first in 
this country.” 

“How do you know they are mammoths?” 
asked the skeptical reporter. 

* The letters 1 have received from my brother 
show me that they correspond exactly with the 
accounts given in scientific works of the fossil 
brutes. They are females, and the larger is 5 feet 
high. She is completely vovered with a gcrowth 
of coarse black hair. Underneath the body isa 
coating of brownish wool, which protects the 
animal from the cold of the high hills in which 
it lives. On its head it hasa mane eight inches 
in length. The small one is 24% feet high. and is 
like the other. They look a good deal like baby 
elephants, but they are shorter and thicker in the 
body, sborter in the legs,and their heads are 
narrower and longer.” 

* Might they not be what are known as hairy 
elephants?” 

“No; the hairy elephant has no hair except a 
tuft on his forehead. These animals answer in 
every particular the a of the supposed 
extinct mammoth. Friends of ours in Germany 
were told several years ago by travelers that 
strange animals bad been seen in the Malay 
mountains. Of course, very few travelers go to 
that country, and the range of mountains, 6,000 
to 8,000 feet high, have never been explored by 
intelligent people from civilized lands. We bave 
spent several years in investigating these reports 
and have made a biz ‘find.’ Of course, you can 
see that these animals could live in these mount- 
ains for centuries and no one be the wiser.”’ 

The mammoth should not be confounded with 
the mastodon. Both,in the early azes, were of 
immense size; but the mammoth had long, curv- 
ing tusks and a covering of hair and wool, while 
the mastodon bad two pairs of tusks and no 
hairy covering. Both belonged to the family of 
pachydermata, and naturalists have decided that 
they are extinct. Mr. Reiche’s specimens will 
be taken on their arrival to his yards in Ho- 
boken, and a committee of scientific persons will 
be invited to examine them. If Mr. Reiche’s be- 
lef as to their classification is correct be will 
have an animal wonder before whose brilliant 
refulgence even the white elephant must turn 


genuinely pale.

BIBLICAL STUDENTS PLEASED. 
THE NEW BUILDINGS OF THE THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY OCCUPIED YESTERDAY. 


The students of the Union Theological 
Seminary met yesterday for the first time in the 
new seminary buildings, No. 1,200 Park-avenue. 
The buildings are thoroughly completed and 
every portion is in readiness for the students’ 
accommodation. Yesterday was spent by the 
Faculty in receiving new scholars, while the 
members of the Middle and Senior Classes spent 
the day in examining their new home 
and choosing their rooms in the dormitory. 
They found accommodations in the latter 


building for over 150 men, and all the rooms are 
large and well lizhted. The Morgan Library oc- 
cupies the left wing of the Park-avenue front, 
and already contains 50,000 volumes and nearly 
the same number of pamphlets. On the right 
the students tound their recitation rooms in 
Jesup Hall, so called after Morris K. Jesup, who 
gave this portion of the building. It contaias 
four rooms, capable of accommodating 60 stu- 
dents each. The chapel islargeand roomy. It 
is tinishea in oak, and the library and dormito- 
ries are in asb. 
President Roswell D. Hitchock had the pleas- 
ure yesterday of welcoming 6 new men to the 
Senior Class, 5 new members of the Middle Class, 
and 50 new students who will makeupthe Junior 
Class. This isa larger class than usual. Seven 
graduate students also came back for special 
study, making a total! of 68 men who came to the 
oon an yesterday. To-day the Rev. Francis 
Brown, Associute Professorin Biblical Philology, 
wil) address the students, and on Monday the 
lectures will begin. {The dedicatory exercises 
will probably take place in November, when an 
opportunity will be given the friends @f the sem- 
inary to inspect the new buildings, the value of 
which andthe lotson which they stand is esti- 
mated at $750,000. ‘ 


CRITICISING THE SCHOOL SHIP. 

The Dock Commissioners yesterday re- 
peived a communication from David Wetmore, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee on Nau- 
tical School of the Board of Education, request- 
ing the assignment ot a berth to the school ship 


St. Mary’s, where she may tie up from Oct. 1 to 
May 10. Accompanying the communication 
was a letter to Mr. Wetmore from Commis- 
sioner Thompson refusing permission to the St. 
Mary’s to tie up at the pier at the foot of East 
Twenty-fourth-street. Mr. Thompson wrote 
that part of the pier was used four the storage of 
castings belonging to the Department of Public 
Works, while the other remaining portion was 
necessary for the exclusive use of the depart- 
ment. Uesides he said he understood that when 
the St. Mary’s was laid up at the foot of Hast 
Twenty-third-street last yearf extra policemen 
were required there. Mr. Wetmore referred to 
the latter clause of Mr. Thompson’s letter simply 
to say that the “extra policemen” were only 
required “to relieve the school ship and other 
occupants of the wharf from the incursions of 
dock loafers and disreputable women.” 

“Vhose school ship boys area great nuisance 
and cause a good deal of troubie,” said Commis- 
sioner Laimbeer. 

* But we get some good sailors and command- 
ers of vessels from them,” saia President Stark. 

“What does the Public Works Department 
want of al) of that pier anyway 7?” said Commis- 
sioner Laimbeer, starting on a new tack.

NO BIDDERS FOR DOCK BONDS. 

Not a single proposal for the dock bonds 
gtithe city of New-York was received in re- 
sponse to Controller Grant’s advertisement, and 
he was somewhat nonplussed when at the hour 
fixed for the event he prepared to open the bids. 


The amount of bonds which he proposed to dis- 
pose of was $350,000. They were to bear interest 
xt 8 per cent., payable semi-annually, to run tor 
80 years, and were to be meeps from local taxa- 
tion. Controller Gvant said that he was at a loss 
to account the sluggishness among capi- 
talists, which was thus indicated by their 
failure to bid upon the bonds. It might 
be due, he thought, to the fact that in 
this Presidential year financiers were slow to 
make investments of any sort. prefexring to wait 


until the countrv had once more settled down to 
business. He had found by inquiry that ready 
money Commands from 4 to per cent.. and 
this was probably another reason and, perhaps, 
an inaication that the money market was stiffen- 
ing. The Controller has not decided what he 
will do about the bonds. He does not like to 
offer a higher rate or interest because it might 
have a bad effect upon the schoolhouse and 
armory bonds, which will have to be issued to 
the extent of some millions of dollars. It wii} 
probably be some weeks before he again adver- 
tises for proposals.

Three inhabitants of Albion, who have 
lately been exploring the free and untrammeled 
institutions of the United States, received a new 
impression yesterday for the history of America 
which they will undoubtedly publish on their 
return to “the home of the free and the land 
of the brave.” It was brief but energetic. 

Dr. Alfred Godson, of Manchester, a gentle- 
man wearing a tawny beard and an air of ab- 
straction, with ex-Mayor Ellis, of Exeter, Dev- 
onshire, and a young man called Sandford, who 
is not said to be related to the good young 
person in “Sandford and Merton,” went yester- 
day to pay their respects to the Worshipful 
Mayor of Brooklyn. The courteous Mr. Low 
received them with ali due politeness, and they 
then started across the bridge to inspect the 
Worshipful Mayor of the American metropolis. 


On arriving at this side of the bridge Dr. Godson 
asked his triends to take a seat and wait for him 
on the benches just before the exit from the 
bridge while he crossed over to the City Hall 
Park. The ex-Mayorand his friend did as they 
were requested, and presently Dr. Godson re- 
turned to jointhem. As he tried to enter at the 
side where all good Americans are accustomed 
to make their exit Officer James Dooley, of the 
bridge, interposed his stalwart form and in- 
formed Dr. Godson that he could not join his 
friends in that manner. The gentleman, who 
had come out from that side, saw no earthly rea- 
son why be should not go in again. 

His British lion was aroused and he pro- 
tested. So did Officer Dooley. They protested 
simultaneously, and Dr. Godson at last endeav- 
ored to force his way through. Then the repre- 
sentative of the tinest whipped out his pocket 
book and took from Dr. Godson what his parents 
had given him—bis name. Dr. Godson retorted 
by taking from Officer Dooley what the institu- 
tions of New-York City bad given him—his num- 
ber.

SUIT AGAINST THE MARINE BANK. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday the St. Louis and San Francisco Railway 
Company began an action against Walter 8. 
Johnson, receiver of the Marine National Bank, 
for the recovery of a promissory note for 
$17,835. It is stated in the complaint that the 
railroad company, previous to May, 1834, bad de- 
posited with the bank large sums of money and 
drafts and notes. On May 5 the Atchison, Tope- 
ka and Santa Fé Railroad Company was indebted 
to the complainant in the sum of $17,835, and on 
that day the complainant, through its Treasurer, 
drew its draft or bill of exchange and addressed 
it to G. L. Goodwin, Assistant Treasurer of the 
Santa Fé Road, at Boston, requesting him 
to pay it to the order of the Marine Nutional 
Bank. The bank was*instructed to make the 
collection. It is further shown that the bank 
made no advance on the draft, but, on the con- 
trary, is indebted to the complainant for a large 
amount of money deposited. The bank’s officers 
well knowing the bank to be insolvent, collected 
the money, and have, since the suspension of the 
bank, refused to pay to the claimant the money 
collected on the ground that the draft, when col- 
lected, became the property of the bank, and 
that the bank became merely a debtor for the 
amount to the complainant, which stood on the 
same footing as the general creditors. The com- 
plainant denies that the draft became the prop- 
erty of the bank and sues for its recovery. 
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GETTING UP A STEAM YACHT RACE. 

Members of the American Yacht Club 
are taking steps to organize a Fall regatta of 
steam yachts,to be held on Tuesday, Sept. 30. 
Circular letters have been sent to the owners of 
steam yachts asking their co-operation. It is 
proposed to have the course from Larchmont to 
New-London. Notime allowances will be given, 
but there will be five classes in which yachts may 
enter, and prizes will be given in each class. 
The first class will include all yachts over 250 
gross tons; the second class, yachts over 150 and 
under 250 tons; third class, over 50 and under 150; 
fourth class, over 25 and under 50, and the fifth 
class 25 tons or under. Should it be determined 
to hold the regatta, one of its main features will 
be a race between Henry A. Taylor’s Sphinx and 
the yacht Petrel, owned by Cyrus W. Field, Jr. 
It is likewise probable that there will be another 
contest of speed between Mr. Gould’s Atalanta 
and the Yosemite, 

A letter from Warsaw, Russia. has been re- 
ceived by the American Yacht Club, accompa- 
nied by the club flag of the Warszawskie 
Towarzystwo Wioslarskie, which is said to be 
the crack yacht club of Russia. The President 
of the Russian club, who is also the United 
States Consul at Warsaw. asks the American 
club to accept the flag as a token of friendly 
feeling.

OLD UNCLE ANTHONY'S DEATH. 

*“ Uncle Anthony”’ Thomas, the last of 
the old slaves of Essex County, died in West 
Orange on Tuesday night. His great-grand- 
mother was the Queen of an African tribe, and 
his mother was stolen when quite young by a 
slave trader and brought to America. She was 
a slave in the family of the Rey. Dr. Philip Dur- 
yee, Pastor of the Dutch Reformed Church in 
Raritan, Somerset County, N.J., where Anthony 
was born. By subsequent sales he became the 
property eventually of Samuel M. Ward, of what 
is now Montclair. In his will, in 1822, Mr. Ward 
gave Anthony his freedom. He was 24 years 
of age at this time. His mother, who 
had been previously freed, had become 
a town charge. The practice in those days was 
to sell the poor who depended upon public 
charity to the highest bidder. Anthony bought 
his mother at one of these auctions for $100 and 
took care of her until her death. He was tor 
many hy in the service of the family of Ben- 
jamin Williams, at Tory Corners, West Orange, 
and assisted five generations of them. He ac- 
quired a small competence and purchased a lit- 
tle home, in which he lived till he died. He was 


86 years of age.

A SHOOTING TOURNAMENT.

GOOD SPORT FOR THE NEW-JERSEY SPORTS- 
MAN’S ASSOCIATION. 

The third tournament of the New-Jersey 
State Sportsman’s Association was begun on the 
grounds of the Jersey City Heights Gun Club at 
Marion, N..J., yesterday. There was a fair at- 
tendance of sportsmen present, and the shooting 
at times was first class. The contest that ex- 
cited the most interest was the shoot for the 
State Trophy, an elegant gold badge valued at 
$150. Three years ago William Hayes won this 
prize, and he hss held it since. The entrance fee 


was $5, and 16 men staked this amount and con- 
tended for the emblem. The conditions were 
15 birds, 21 yards rise. Hayes began in good 
shape and shot the first 10 in rapid succes- 
sion. Covert also showed his ability as 
a marksman, shooting half a score before he 
missed. Toward the close Hayes made two bad 
misses, and he was surpassed by Covert, Wyck- 
off, Brenthall,and Dr. Holcomb, each shooting 
14 out of the 15 birds. As they were about to 
shoot off the “tie” for first honors Ben Payne, 
the ex-President of the association, a portly gen- 
tleman tipping the scales at 300 pounds, entered 
the inclosure and asked permission to shoot. 
This was granted him, and he took off his coat 
and vestand stood in the broiling sun in his 
shirt sleeves and with his high tile tipped jaun- 
tily on his head. He began shooting in fine 
style and continued it throughout, killing 15 
straight birds and winning the medal. His ad- 
mirers rushed on the field and attempted to lift 
him on their shoulders, but he was as firm as a 
tower of the Brooklyn bridge, and after tugging 
away for some time with the perspiration drip- 
ping from their brows they gave up their job 
and yelled themselves hoarse instead. The score 
of the match was as follows:
